THE CREATION OF THE INSTITUTE 


. Improving the climate among nations requires knowledge, creativity, 
and a determination to find solutions. Reflecting Canada’s concern about 
current international tensions, the Government will create a publicly fund- 
ed centre to gather, collate and digest the enormous volume of information 
now available on defence and arms control issues. Fresh ideas and new pro- 
posals, regardless of source, will be studied and promoted. 


Speech from the Throne 
7 December 1983 


These words, taken from the Speech from the Throne opening the Second Session 
of the Thirty-Second Parliament of Canada, explain the origins of the Canadian In- 
stitute for International Peace and Security. 

Following the Throne Speech, in the Spring of 1984, the Prime Minister and the 
Leaders of the Opposition parties exchanged correspondence about the nature and 
functions of the Institute. A large measure of agreement was achieved through this 
exchange and in mid-April legislation was introduced in the House of Commons. 
The Standing Committee on External Affairs and National Defence examined the 
Bill during May and June and submitted its report to the House on 26 June, after 
hearing more than forty witnesses. In the correspondence and throughout the Com- 
mittee proceedings, there was general acceptance of the principle that the proposed 
Institute should be independent and objective in its approach. 

Two specific measures were undertaken to ensure the Institute’s independence. 
It was provided that the Directors of the Institute be appointed from among nominees 
suggested by a wide range of non-governmental organizations (listed in a schedule 
attached to the Act) ‘‘after consultation by the (designated) Minister with the Leader 
of the Opposition in the House of Commons and the Leader of every other recogniz- 
ed party in the House of Commons... ’’ Second, specific provision was made in 
the legislation for the funding of the Institute. As a result, the Minister of Finance 
directly pays to the Institute an annual appropriation out of the Consolidated Revenue 
Fund, beginning with $1.5 million for fiscal year 1984/85 and rising to $5 million 
in 1988/89. In each fiscal year thereafter, the Institute is to be paid $5 million “‘ 
such greater amount as may be appropriated by Parliament.”’ 

On 28 June 1984, Bill C-32, an act to establish the Canadian Institute for Inter- 
national Peace and Security was adopted unanimously by the House of Commons 
with the following mandate: 

The purpose of the Institute is to increase knowledge and understanding 
of the issues relating to international peace and security from a Canadian 
perspective, with particular emphasis on arms control, disarmament, defence 
and conflict resolution, and to 


a) foster, fund and conduct research on matters relating to interna- 
tional peace and security; 

b) promote scholarship in matters relating to international peace and 
security; 

c) study and propose ideas and policies for the enhancement of in- 
ternational peace and security; and 


d) collect and disseminate information on, and encourage public 
discussion of, issues of international peace and security. 


On 15 August 1984 the legislation officially came into force and the Secretary of State 
for External Affairs was designated as the Institute’s Minister for purposes of the 
Act. On the same day, fourteen persons were appointed to the Institute’s eventual 
seventeen member Board. 


On 1 October 1984, the Board of Directors elected William H. Barton as Chair- 
man. On 8 December 1984, the Board recommended and the Government approved, 
the appointment of Geoffrey A. H. Pearson, former Canadian Ambassador to the 
USSR, as a member of the Board and the first Executive Director of the Institute. 
He assumed his duties on 1 January 1985. The remaining two vacancies on the Board 
are likely to be filled by nominees from other countries. 

The Board of Directors met seven times from October 1984 to 31 March 1985. 
Committees of the Board have been established to work with the Executive Director 
to translate the mandate of the Institute into specific programmes. 


ESTABLISHMENT OF PROGRAMMES 


Staffing and Premises 


The Institute had a staff of eight at the end of March 1985; this number will increase 
to about twenty by mid-year. The core staff will be supplemented by student interns, 
professional and post-doctoral fellows and short-term contract employees. This in- 
itial approach of ‘‘revolving’”’ and ‘‘core’’ staffing is intended to allow for the develop- 
ment of a body of in-house expertise, and simultaneously, encourage exposure to 
a wide variety of ideas and experience. 

At fiscal year end, the Institute was in its second set of temporary quarters in 
an office tower in downtown Ottawa. On | May 1985 the Institute moved to its per- 
manent location in a heritage house at 307 Gilmour Street in Ottawa, quarters which 
reflect well the unique character and functions of the Institute. 


Programme Definition 


The functions of the Institute are closely related. Research is most valuable when 
it finds its way into education and public policy. The gathering and dissemination 
of information is of little use unless it is based on objective and qualified research. 
So too the study of new ideas and policies is likely to be abortive without the applica- 
tion of larger scholarly resources. As a result, the Institute is concentrating upon 
developing three specific and inter-related programmes in research, public affairs and 
information systems. 


Research Programme 
The Act mandates the Institute 


to foster, fund and conduct research on matters relating to international 

peace and security. 
The research programme has been designed to allow some initial research projects 
to begin while the staff develops a long-term research design. The initial projects will 
deal with such topical subjects as the Canadian response to the Strategic Defence 
Initiative, the prospective renewal of NORAD, and the meaning and content of ‘‘Peace 
Education’”’ in Canada and in other countries. The Institute will undertake an Occa- 
sional Paper series which will be produced either by the Institute staff or on contract 
with suitably qualified researchers. The Occasional Papers will be monographs of 
approximately 20,000 words intended for specialists in the field. 

For the longer term, the research programme of the Institute will depend on deci- 
sions to be taken about an annual publication and the choice of themes. For exam- 
ple, in 1985-86 the research programme is concentrating on Canadian and Allied 
responses to doctrines of deterrence. In October 1985 a major conference on this subject 
will be held. Thereafter, themes will focus the research work for periods of perhaps 
two or three years. In addition to these longer-term activities, the research staff will 


support the production of background papers, newsletters and responses to inquiries 
from the public.

The Institute also administers a research grant programme. In the first year, the 
Institute intends to respond positively to a variety of proposals for funding. Over 
the longer term, however, the Institute will seek to develop a granting strategy that 
complements the internal research of the Institute while strengthening the Canadian 
institutions operating in the field of international peace and security. 


Public Programmes 
The legislation instructs the Institute to 


disseminate information on, and encourage public discussion of, issues of 
international peace and security. 


The Institute has sought the views of Canadians on the direction and scope of its 
public programmes, and has begun to make funds available to non-governmental 
organizations and individuals concerned with issues within the Institute’s mandate. 
In the future it will also encourage applicants whose proposals relate to the research 
interests of the Institute so that the research and public programmes will be mutually 
supportive in developing public knowledge of peace and security issues. Over the com- 
ing months detailed criteria and application procedures will be developed for both 
programmes. 

The Institute will encourage debate in Canada through a publishing programme 
designed to increase public knowledge and understanding of peace and security issues. 
A series of short papers written for the non-expert, interested public will provide 
background information on specific topics, and a newsletter will bring Canadians 
up-to-date on recent events and provide some analysis of them. Conferences, seminars 
and workshops will bring people together with a view to exchanging ideas, expan- 
ding knowledge, and disseminating the results widely. 


Information Systems 
The Act empowers the Institute to 


establish .. . alibrary and... datacentre . . . for research and other ac- 
tivities relevant to its purpose and cooperate with all such existing libraries 
and facilities. 


The Institute has started to build a collection of books, journals and materials which 
will eventually comprise a small in-house resource centre. It has greatly benefitted 
from the wealth of expertise which exists in the libraries and government institutions 
in the National Capital Region. A survey to assess the needs and capabilities of libraries 
and specialized institutes across the country will be undertaken. The results will help 
the Institute make the most effective use of its information resources. 

Over the longer term, the Institute may consider developing an internationally 
accepted index of terms on peace and security. Such an index would facilitate the 
creation of an electronic data base designed to respond promptly to both research 
and educational needs in Canada and, ultimately, in other countries. It might also 
offer an opportunity for continuing cooperation with international institutions in the 
field of peace and security. 


The Translation of Mandate Into Programmes 


The process of converting the Institute’s mandate into concrete programmes and giving 
these shape and direction will continue over the coming months. While remaining 
responsive to public demands and expectations it will also begin to set its own agen- 
da and priorities. 

The Institute’s goal is to establish a reputation as a centre for research and for 
the discussion and dissemination of views from a wide spectrum of sources, but it 
cannot simply be a passive facilitator of dialogue and compromise. Its mandate also 
requires it to ‘‘propose’’ policies and ideas, although it will not as a rule advocate 
single solutions to current issues. Rather it is hoped that the creation and maintenance 
of high standards of investigation and the exploration of a variety of ideas can pro- 
vide the best basis for informed debate.

Notes to Financial Statements 
March 31, 1985 


1. Authority and operations 


The Institute was established in June 1984 under the Canadian Institute for Interna- 
tional Peace and Security Act and commenced operations on October 1, 1984. It is 
a Crown corporation named in Part I of Schedule C of the Financial Administration 
Act. 

The purpose of the Institute is to increase knowledge and understanding of the 
issues relating to international peace and security from a Canadian perspective with 
particular emphasis on arms control, disarmament, defence and conflict resolution, 
and to: 

(a) foster, fund and conduct research on matters relating to international peace 
and security; 

(b) promote scholarship in matters relating to international peace and security; 

(c) study and propose ideas and policies for the enhancement of international 
peace and security; and 

(d) collect and disseminate information on, and encourage public discussion 
of, issues of international peace and security. 


In its initial six-month period the Institute has primarily focused on the establish- 
ment of its overall administration. 


2. Significant accounting policies 


Fixed assets 


Office furniture and equipment are recorded at cost and are depreciated on the straight- 
line basis at an annual rate of 20%. 


Pension plan 


Employees participate in the Public Service Superannuation Plan which is administered 
by the Government of Canada. The Institute’s contributions are equal to the con- 
tributions paid by its employees in respect of current services. These contributions 
represent the total liability of the Institute in respect of the pension plan and are record- 
ed as expenses in the same period as the employees’ services are rendered. 


Parliamentary appropriation 


Parliamentary appropriation is recorded in the accounts when received. 


3. Commitment 


Subsequent to year end, the Institute entered into a five-year lease agreement for the 
rental of office premises. The Institute can renew the lease agreement for an addi- 
tional five-year period. The minimum annual rent for the next five years is $120,000.

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With this report, the Canadian Institute for Inter- 
national Peace and Security presents to Parliament 
and to the people of Canada an accounting of its 
first full year of operation. The Board of Directors 
believes that the story told by Geoffrey Pearson, the 
Executive Director, and his enthusiastic and dedi- 
cated staff, speaks for itself. Itis our hope that it will 
be read with interest, and on the whole with satisfac- 
tion, by the tax-paying public. 

In this message I would like to set out the policy 
base which the Board of Directors is attempting to 
shape for the development of the working pro- 
grammes and operations of the Institute. 

It is useful to remember that the legislation estab- 
lishing the Institute was a product of a co-operative 
endeavour of all parties in Parliament. As such, the 
mandate, which is set out on the inside cover of this 
report, reflects and attempts to encompass the very 
broad range of opinions held by Canadians on 
peace and security issues. By the same token, the 
legislative formula for the selection and appoint- 
ment of members of the Board of Directors was 
designed to ensure that it would be widely represen- 
tative in its composition. . 

It is our goal that by the end of our first five years 
of existence, by which time we will have reached the 
full level of funding ($5 million per year) provided 
by Parliament, the Institute will have established 
clearly identified operational programmes de- 
signed to fulfill all the purposes set out in the Act. 
The programmes will draw upon the combined re- 
sources of non-governmental organizations, the ac- 
ademic community as well as governmental agencies 
and, of course, the Institute staff, to achieve this. 
The product will be focussed on policy-relevant re- 
search, co-operative programmes aimed at improv- 
ing public awareness and understanding of peace 
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and security issues in all their complexity, and a 
readily available information system, including the 
latest techniques of data storage and retrieval, to 
support the needs of both the private and public 
sectors in Canada. 

We are determined that in the achievement of this 
goal we shall keep the budget highly programme- 
oriented, hold administrative costs to an essential 
minimum, and keep the Institute staff small in 
numbers. In our first eighteen months of operation 
we have pursued the objective of allocating at least 
half of the budget to programmes being carried out 
by academic institutions and non-governmental or- 
ganizations, because we believe that by supporting 
the best of their programmes we strengthen their 
capacity to contribute to the goals set out by 
Parliament. 

It is also the goal of the Institute to establish a 
reputation outside Canada as an important source 
of public knowledge on Canada’s peace and security 
policies and objectives, as well as a source of innova- 
tive analysis and interpretation of these issues, so 
vital to the peace of the world. 

During the course of the past year two members 
of the Board found that other obligations did not 
enable them to continue to serve. I should like to 
acknowledge with gratitude the contributions made 
by Paul Desmarais and Dennis McDermott as 
founding members of the Board of the Institute. 
Board members are appointed for three-year terms, 
with some of the initial group being named for 
shorter periods in order to introduce the principle 
of rotation. This means that further changes in the 
composition of the Board will take place in the sum- 
mer of 1986. As Chairman, I should like to pay 
tribute to the distinguished and dedicated service 
rendered by all members of the Board, particularly 


during the difficult early days when they came to 
frequent meetings at great personal inconvenience. 
They have established a tradition of service which I 
am confident will be emulated by their successors in 
the years to come.

Introduction and Overview 


The first annual report of CIIPS, published a year 
ago, described its origins and mandate. The Chair- 
man’s message, above, speaks of the goals of the 
Institute, and the following sections deal with its 
activities during the first full year of operation. 

The creation of the Institute by Parliament in 
1984 reflected concern about the adequacy of infor- 
mation and resources available to help the public 
increase its knowledge and understanding of issues 
of peace and security, especially as these affect Can- 
ada. However, the means of achieving this purpose 
were described in only the most general terms, as 
were the objects of Institute activity, namely “arms 
control, disarmament, defence and conflict resolu- 
tion”. The Institute’s programmes correspond to 
the wide scope of this mandate, but details and 
priorities will change as a result of experience and of 
our Capacity to respond to public demands. 

These demands, we have learned, break down 
into a wide variety of interests, as can be seen from 
the description of our grants, about half of which 
support research projects, and half support ac- 
tivities designed to reach a broader public, such as 
producing magazines and films, holding meetings, 
and contributing to education generally. Initially, 
the Institute has deliberately followed an “open 
door” policy towards grant requests, both in order 
to discover what is on the minds of the interested 
public and to help develop criteria for its own pro- 
grammes, given the fact that it is enjoined by its 
mandate to “stimulate” public discussion and to 
“fund” as well as to “conduct” research. 

Certainly there has been no lack of activity, per- 
haps prompted in part by the UN proclamation of 
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1986 as the Year of Peace. Major conferences in 
Vancouver, Montreal and Toronto have benefitted 
from Institute support, including the publication of 
their proceedings and papers; a number of televi- 
sion documentaries are in preparation, as well as 
surveys of teaching materials and courses bearing 
on peace and security in schools and universities; 
plays and exhibitions have been produced, as well as 
newsletters. The quality of these activities has natu- 
rally varied. The Institute cannot, and should not, 
exercise strict control over content, nor has it wished 
to impose criteria at this stage which might have the 
effect of excluding projects on narrow grounds of 
“balance”, or inadequate preparation. It has asked, 
however, that there be evidence of community sup- 
port for local initiatives, and that the wider public be 
seen to benefit from projects of national concern. 

The results of research sponsored by or initiated 
in the Institute will take longer to appear, but in 
general the projects under way (see below) address 
all aspects of the mandate. The research output of 
Institute staff will be an essential component of its 
credibility, but experience suggests that we can also 
work usefully with students and scholars by bring- 
ing together expertise in project teams, encourag- 
ing work at universities which corresponds to our 
interests, and in general offering a vehicle for the 
fostering and publication of innovative research. It 
will not be possible to make meaningful judgements 
about the research functions of the Institute for at 
least another year. 

The same comment applies to the development of 
our information systems, which, we hope, will per- 
form an important role in helping libraries across 
the country to retrieve and make available to stu- 
dents the essential data and materials on issues of 


peace and security. To build such a data base takes 
time, especially as there are few if any models which 
cover such a wide spectrum, and none which also 
include appropriate Canadian references. In any 
event, the Institute’s publications are designed in 
part to help those who wish to know more about 
those issues but do not have time to consult the 
specialist literature. 


In April of 1985 the Institute was grateful to 
receive part of the library of the late Lieutenant- 
General E.L.M. Burns. General Burns was a peace- 
keeper and peace-maker as well as being a soldier, 
teacher, writer, and scholar. He was Adviser to the 
Government of Canada on Disarmament and repre- 
sented Canada at the Ten, and later Eighteen, Na- 
tion Committees on Disarmament and at the 
Conference on Disarmament in Geneva. In his lat- 
ter years he was professor of Strategic Studies at 
Carleton University and the author of many books, 
the best known being “A Seat at the Table”, and 
“Defence in a Nuclear Age”. 

The Institute has placed the collection of mate- 
rials, which he was so kind as to leave to it, in the 
main floor meeting room and designated it “The 
Burns Room” in his memory. His death in October 
1985 was a great loss to Canada. 


Research 


Research activities in 1985-86 addressed various 
issues in the fields of defence, arms control and 
conflict resolution focussing mainly, but not ex- 
clusively, on nuclear weapons in defence and arms 
control, and on the Caribbean and Central Amer- 
ican region in the work on conflict resolution. The 
work of the research section can conveniently be 
separated into five categories: 


— research publications; 

— co-operative research projects; 
conferences and workshops; 

— studies prepared for the Minister; 
grants to researchers. 


Research Publications 


During the year work began on the publications 
programme which includes Occasional Papers to 
present the results of scholarly research. Some of 
these papers will be written by Institute staff, and 
others by invited scholars. The first, entitled “Su- 
perpower Rivalry and Soviet Policy in the Caribbean 
Basin”, has been completed and will be published in 
mid 1986. Additional papers, on Canada and conti- 


nental defence, and accidental nuclear war, are 
scheduled for publication in the late summer of 
1986. 

The publications programme also includes Work- 
ing Papers, intended primarily to convey the results 
of staff research to specialized readers, and to invite 
comment in return. The first such paper, entitled 
“Nuclear Weapons, Counter-Force and Arms Re- 
duction Proposals: A Guide to Information Sources 
and Force Calculations” was published in March of 
this year. 

Third, in co-operation with the public pro- 
grammes section, a series of Conference Reports was 
begun. Two such reports, entitled “Negotiations for 
Peace in Central America”, and “Challenges to De- 
terrence”, have been completed and were awaiting 
publication at the end of the fiscal year. 

In addition to these activities, the research staff 
also contributed to the publications of the public 
programmes section. During the course of the year 
the first Background Paper was completed, on the 
nuclear freeze question, and work was in hand on 
the following topics: 


— The Legislative Debate on the Creation of the 
Institute 

Guide to the Military Balance 

— The Geneva Talks 

The Technology of SDI 

— The Contadora Process 


Co-operative Research Projects 


In December 1985, the Board agreed to a princi- 
pal research theme for 1986-88, viz: “Strengthening 
Multilateral Approaches to Peace and Security.” In 
pursuit of this theme, initial discussions began on 
the following projects: 


— the role and potential of the non-permanent 
members of the Security Council, with special 
reference to Canada sSimext possible 
membership; 

— reviewing the Canadian experience and future 
options in NATO; 

— case studies in international negotiations; 

— regional security in the Caribbean Basin; 

— war prevention diplomacy in a multi-nuclear 
world; 

— Canadian and allied policies towards arms con- 
trol negotiations; 

— future trends in the defence of North America; 

— surveying public opinion on issues of interna- 
tional peace and security. 


It is intended to pursue these projects as co-oper- 
ative research endeavours between the Institute and 
other institutions. Following further definition of 
their scope, it is envisaged that they will require 
from one to two years to complete. 

The Institute is also co-operating with the Stock- 
holm International Peace Research Institute (SI- 
PRI) in a joint project on a Comprehensive Test 
Ban. A working meeting of the authors will take 
place in the Fall of 1986. 


Conferences, Workshops and Visitors 


In October the Institute held its first major con- 
ference, entitled “Challenges to Deterrence.” Ap- 
proximately 50 invited participants discussed vari- 
ous aspects of deterrence, the United States 
Strategic Defense Initiative, and arms control. The 
keynote speaker was the Rt. Hon. Denis Healey, 
former Minister of Defence of the United Kingdom. 
The proceedings of the conference have been pre- 
pared as a conference report for wider distribution 
after publication early in the next fiscal year. 

In addition, research workshops were held on the 
economics of defence and industrial conversion, 
peace studies, and current trends in North Amer- 
ican air defence. The purpose of these workshops, 
more of which are planned for 1986-87, was to bring 
together small groups of specialists to exchange 
views and assist the Institute in the development of 
its research programme. 

Finally, a visiting speaker programme was initi- 
ated, the purpose of which is to allow interested 
officials, journalists and educators to hear and ex- 
change views with distinguished practitioners and 
academics. Whenever practical, the visitors pro- 
gramme is designed to promote joint sponsorship 
with neighbouring institutions and universities. 

The series began with Dr. Oleg Bykov, from the 
Soviet Union, who spoke on Soviet approaches to 
arms control. It continued with Dr. Christoph 
Bertram, from West Germany, speaking on Euro- 
pean responses to the United States Strategic De- 
fense Initiative. Mr. Paul Warnke, from Washington, 
D.C., followed with a presentation on the Geneva 
Negotiations. Arrangements were completed for 


further seminars by Professor Hans Gunther 
Brauch, University of Stuttgart, Ms. Flora Lewis, of 
the New York Times, Professor Raimo Vaerynen, Uni- 
versity of Helsinki, and Bruce Blair, from the Brook- 
ings Institution, Washington, D.C. 


Studies for the Minister 


In the course of the year, the Institute received 
two requests for research studies from the Secretary 
of State for External Affairs. The first concerned 
the merits of a number of proposals for comprehen- 
sive and selective freezes on nuclear weapons sys- 
tems, and the second concerned future trends in 
continental defence. Both studies were completed 
and submitted to the Minister. 


Grants to Researchers 


The Institute received 115 applications and for- 
mal inquiries concerning grants in aid of research, 
of which thirty six were approved. In assessing the 
applications, the policy objectives of the research 
grants programme were expressed in the following 
criteria: 


a. the need over time for approximately equal 
emphasis on arms control, disarmament, de- 
fence and conflict resolution; 

b. the identification of a Canadian perspective, 
where appropriate; 

c. demonstrated policy relevance, and par- 
ticularly ideas and policies aimed at the enhan- 
cement of international peace and security; 

d. compatibility with the planned programmes 
and internal research activities of the 
Institute; 

e. co-operation amongst institutions in Canada, 
and amongst Canadian and non-Canadian re- 
search institutions.

Public Programmes 


The Act establishing the Institute instructs it to 
“encourage public discussion of issues of interna- 
tional peace and security”, in Canada. 

This discussion has been fostered in various ways 
including the publication of a number of items for 
the interested, but non-expert, public. It was 
thought that there were a substantial number of 
Canadians who were interested in issues within the 
Institute’s mandate, but who had neither the time 
nor the expertise to read long papers on them. For 
this group various types of publications have been 
developed or are well on the way to being 
introduced. 


Background Papers of approximately 5,000 words 
have been published on the following topics: 


1) Canadian Responses to the Strategic Defense 
Initiative. 

2) A Nuclear Freeze? 

3) Nuclear Winter. 

4) Reviewing the Non-Proliferation Treaty. 


These papers are largely factual in content and 
are intended to provide the reader with background 
information on a particular topic. A second series 
entitled Points of View is underway: these papers are 
of the same length but they contain more analysis. 
The first of the series was published in March and is 
entitled “East-West Relations: Values, Perceptions, 
Interests.” 

In February 1986 the Institute published Update, 
and sent it to approximately 3,000 recipients. Update 
reported on the activities of the Institute between 
April and December 1985. 

By 31 March 1986 plans were well developed for 
the first edition of a quarterly magazine entitled 
Peace & Security, the first issue of which was due in 
mid-April. The magazine will be published in both 
English and French under the same cover. Initially it 
will run between 12 and 16 pages in both languages. 
It is intended to provide reliable information in an 
attractive format to the non-expert reader. Articles 
will be commissioned on specific subjects and, in 
addition, the magazine will include a number of 


regular features such as “News from the Hill”, 
“Arms Control Digest”, “News from the Institute”, 
“Bibliography”. 

Preliminary work was begun on the publication of 
short Fact Sheets on specific topics. A number of 
people, especially teachers, have indicated that they 
would find such material useful. All publications are 
distributed on request to individuals and groups. 

Institute personnel have sought to foster ex- 
changes of views between Members of Parliament, 
officials and members of the media, by such means 
as the organization of meetings and seminars for 
members of all three groups. The Institute has also 
responded to requests for information from mem- 
bers of the media. 

During the spring and summer of 1985 Institute 
personnel consulted with groups of Canadians hav- 
ing an interest in one or more areas of the mandate 
(arms control, disarmament, defence and conflict 
resolution) to find out their ideas for Institute policy 
and programmes. During the autumn and winter 
that consultative process was widened by staff travel- 
ling throughout the country to attend a variety of 
conferences, seminars and similar events to speak 
about the substance of the mandate and the process 
of its implementation and to continue to seek views 
on issues of peace and security. 


PUBLIC PROGRAMMES GRANTS 


Another method of stimulating public discussion 
is by the awarding of grants to non-governmental 
organizations, public interest groups and indi- 
viduals, to assist them in their work. The Institute 
received 164 applications during the year, of which 
eighty three were given funding assistance. 

As mentioned earlier in this report, it was thought 
that for its first year of operations the Institute 
needed to find out from the community at large 
what was needed and what sorts of activities were 
going on which needed support. Criteria were 
therefore flexible and responsive in nature. Grants 
were dispersed in relatively small amounts to a large 
number of applicants. The Board of Directors de- 
cided in March 1986 to modify that strategy by en- 
couraging partnership arrangements with a num- 
ber of national organizations. In future, therefore, a 
smaller number of larger grants will be awarded for 
projects in which the Institute has an interest, but 
some funds will be retained for smaller, responsive 
grants in the 1986/87 fiscal year. 

A list of all grants awarded may be found in An- 
nex II of this report.

In consultation with the Information Systems 
Committee of the Board of Directors, the library 
undertook a number of projects during the year. 
The first task was to establish the infrastructure of a 
small special library devoted to the subject areas laid 
out in the mandate. The main responsibility of the 
library staff is to serve the on-going needs of the 
Research and Public Programmes staff of the 
Institute. 

In addition to beginning the process of collecting 
such materials as books, periodicals, microfilm, and 
fiche, the traditional functions of a library have been 
established, namely acquisition, cataloguing, stor- 
age, circulation, dissemination and retrieval sys- 
tems. The library joined the University of Toronto 
Library Automation System (UTLAS) for catalogu- 
ing and reference support and also began accessing 
commercial databases to supplement the collection 
of material in print and microfilm form. The In- 
stitute now has access to DIALOG, CAN/OLE, 
NEWSNET, INFOGLOBE, and THE SOURCE in- 


formation services.

In the next two to three years, the library will be 
concentrating on developing its collection of mate- 
rials to form a basic reference collection. The size of 
the collection will be maintained at a maximum of 
three thousand volumes, and approximately two 
hundred and fifty periodicals with one hundred to 
one hundred and fifty files of material for quick 
reference. A major effort will be made to collect the 
“grey literature” so necessary for primary research 
such as unpublished documents, limited interest 
documents and internal government publications as 
well as news releases, newspaper clippings, con- 
ference reports, occasional papers and the like. 

No library or resource centre can or should be set 
up without extensive consultation and co-operation 
with existing libraries and resource centres. The 
library of CIIPS will never be self-sufficient nor 
should it attempt to be so: co-operative effort and 
consultation will continue. The consultative process 
has extended beyond Canada to research centres in 
the United States and Europe whose interests are 
similar to those of CIIPS. Contacts and information 


exchanges have been made with approximately 
twelve research institutes in the United States and 
fourteen in Europe. 

Consultations in Canada and Europe made it 
clear that CIIPS could make a valuable contribution 
to the literature on the subject by undertaking the 
creation of a database on issues of peace and security 
from a Canadian perspective. The library has begun 
to develop such a database. A bilingual thesaurus 
which will provide access to the database, and which 
will be available to other resource centres, is also part 
of the database project. The staff has started to 
input the holdings of the library including articles 
from over one hundred periodicals and newsletters, 
and all of the grey literature that is being collected by 
the library. Over the next few years other libraries 
and resource centres will be encouraged to access, 
and perhaps later to contribute to, this database. 

Efforts will continue to encourage co-operation 
among libraries and resource centres in Canada 
whose subject matter is similar to that of CIIPS. In 
June of 1986, the library will sponsor a seminar 
entitled “Options for Co-operation in Information 
Services” at which twenty librarians and resource 
people will meet to explore co-operative ventures in 
the dissemination of information. These efforts are 
directed towards finding imaginative and innova- 
tive ways of sharing resources among research 1n- 
stitutes and libraries in Canada, in order to provide 
more and better information to Canadians on issues 
of peace and security. 


Staffing and Administration 


Throughout the first full year of operation the 
Administrative staff was faced with the challenge of 
developing and introducing systems for the effec- 
tive management of the Institute’s resources. 

As the period began there were only seven regular 
employees, all in the executive and administrative 
areas, plus one term and one contract person, both 


in research. Twelve months later there were eigh- 
teen regular employees, three term employees and 
six under contract. The staff has been organized 
into five groups: research, public programmes, li- 
brary services, administration and executive. Most 
employees have backgrounds in government ser- 
vice, academia or the media and many are fully 
bilingual. A list of staff members as at March 31 
forms Annex III of this report. 

Administratively, employees of the Institute are 
governed by the Public Service Superannuation Act. 
Although staff members are not part of the Public 
Service of Canada, CIIPS has adopted the Public 
Service pay and classification system. 

In the financial and material management area, 
Price-Waterhouse Management Consultants were 
contracted to develop and install an automated ac- 
counting system for the Institute and to design fi- 
nancial policies and procedures so as to ensure that 
CIIPS assets were adequately protected and control- 
led. The financial administration of Institute opera- 
tions was developed in accordance with Treasury 
Board regulations and directives. 

As embodied in the legislation that founded 
CIIPS, financial operations for the year were based 
on a parliamentary appropriation of 2.5 million 
dollars, plus about 0.5 million of the 1.2 million 
which was left over from the initial appropriation 
when the founding Act came into force. The report 
from the Auditor General of Canada and financial 
statements of the Institute constitute the final sec- 
tion of this report. The carry-over at year end re- 
sulted from staff increases that occurred more 
slowly than anticipated and from perhaps undue 
optimism regarding how quickly the Institute would 
be in a position to arrange conferences and other 
events and make publications available.

Notes to Financial Statements 
March 31, 1986 


1. Authority and operations 


The Institute was established in June 1984 under the Canadian Institute for International Peace and 
Security Act and commenced operations on October 1, 1984. 

During the year, the Constitutional Act of the Institute was amended by Bill C-69. It is now an 
exempted Crown corporation and has been removed from Schedule C of the Financial Administration 
Act. Furthermore, this Bill modified the French version of the Institute from “Institut canadien pour la 
paix et la sécurité mondiales” to “Institut canadien pour la paix et la sécurité internationales’. 

The purpose of the Institute is to increase knowledge and understanding of the issues relating to 
international peace and security from a Canadian perspective with particular emphasis on arms control, 
disarmament, defence and conflict resolution, and to: 


(a) foster, fund and conduct research on matters relating to international peace and security; 
(b) promote scholarship in matters relating to international peace and security; 
(c) study and propose ideas and policies for the enhancement of international peace and security; and 
(d) collect and disseminate information on, and encourage public discussion of, issues of international 
peace and security. 
2. Significant accounting policies 


These financial statements have been prepared in accordance with generally accepted accounting 
principles. The main principles followed are: 


(a) Fixed assets 


Fixed assets are recorded at cost. Office furniture and equipment are depreciated on the straight-line 
basis at an annual rate of 20%. Leasehold improvements are amortized, using the straight-line method, 
based on the duration of the lease. 


(b) Pension plan 


Employees participate in the Public Service Superannuation Plan administered by the Government of 
Canada. The Institute’s contributions are equal to the contributions paid by its employees in respect of 
current services. These contributions represent the total liability of the Institute in respect of the pension 
plan and are recorded as expenses in the same period as the employees’ services are rendered. 


(c) Income taxes 
The Institute is exempt from any liability for income taxes. 


(d) Parliamentary appropriation 


Parliamentary appropriation is recorded in the accounts on an accrual basis. Furthermore, the Act states 
that the Institute shall be paid from the Consolidated Revenue Fund the following sums:

such greater amount as may be 
appropriated by Parliament. 


(e) Grants 


The Institute recognizes its liability for a grant upon the conditions of the agreement being met by the 
recipient of the grant.

Director 


It has been said that public institutions, once 
created, tend to pursue lives of their own, often 
unrelated to the objectives of those who created 
them, and sometimes only tenuously related to public 
needs. In the case of CIIPS we have tried to keep in 
mind that its purpose is “to increase knowledge and 
understanding of the issues relating to peace and 
security from a Canadian perspective’, and we have 
understood this to mean public knowledge and 
understanding, broadly defined. Accordingly, we 
have concentrated on making such knowledge 
available through publications and conferences, and 
by means of grants to groups and individuals who 
wish in turn to create and disseminate knowledge of 
this kind. 

Peace and security are not the normal state of 
affairs in most parts of the world, nor are the 
conditions for establishing peace and security the 
same everywhere, much less agreed. But the more we 
know about the causes of war, the more we can 
contribute to the conditions of peace. The Institute as 
a corporate body does not advocate particular 
policies to these ends, although we help others to do 
so and our staff is available to comment publicly on 
the issues. 

I believe that, placed as we are in functional terms 
between the making of policy by government and the 
research and teaching missions of universities, the 
activities described below demonstrate that we are 
beginning to fill the needs of public education and 
policy-oriented analysis which our mandate requires. 


Research 


Research activities in 1986-87 addressed a wide 
range of issues in the fields of defence, arms control, 
disarmament and conflict resolution. The work of the 
Research Section can conveniently be separated into 
four categories: 


— research publications 
— co-operative research projects 


— studies prepared for the Secretary of State for 
External Affairs 


— other events 


During the year, the first two Occasional Papers 
presented the results of scholarly research. The first, 
entitled “Superpower Rivalry and Soviet Foreign 
Policy in the Caribbean Basin”, was completed and 
published in mid-1986. The second, entitled “Trends 
in Continental Defence: A Canadian Perspective’, 
was published in December 1986. A number of 
further Occasional Papers, dealing with subjects 
ranging from conflict resolution to arms control 
proposals in the Arctic, will be published in the 
course of 1987. 

In September 1986 the first edition of “A Guide to 
Canadian Policies on Arms Control, Disarmament, 
Defence and Conflict Resolution” was _ also 
published. The Guide is intended to serve as a basic 
reference work for individuals interested in knowing 
the position of the Government and the Opposition 


Parties on major issues in the field of international 
peace and security. We believe it has proven useful to 
parliamentarians, officials, academics, the media and 
community interest groups. It will be revised and 
updated annually. 

The publications programme also includes 
Working Papers, intended primarily to convey the 
results of staff research and commissioned papers to 
specialized readers, and to invite comment in return. 
Two Working Papers were published in 1986-87, 
“Strategic Stability and Mutual Security in the Year 
2000: Getting There From Here” and “La France et 
l’Initiative de défence stratégique — de l’opposition a 
la cohabitation”. 

In co-operation with the Public Programmes 
Section, a series of Conference Reports also 
continued. Three reports were published dealing 
with Central America, deterrence, and accidental 
nuclear war: details are shown in Annex A. 

In addition to these activities, the Research staff 
also contributed to the publications of the Public 
Programmes Section and a number of background 
papers were completed, as described elsewhere in 
this report. 

Plans made earlier for two major co-operative 
projects were brought to fruition. The first, with the 
Stockholm International Peace Research Institute, 
was on the subject “A Comprehensive Test Ban: 
Problems and Prospects”. A meeting was held at 
Montebello, Quebec in October 1986 which brought 
together leading seismologists, nuclear weapons 
designers, physicists and political analysts to review 
approximately 20 papers prepared for publication 
under the joint project. The papers and commentary 
will be published in 1987 by Oxford University 
Press. 

A second major project on Small State Security in 
the Caribbean brought together a number of 
Caribbean and North American experts at a meeting 
in Kingston, Jamaica in March 1987. A conference 
report resulting from the papers and discussions will 
be prepared. Edited papers from the conference will 
be published later in 1987. 

A third co-operative project, entitled “The Allies 
and Arms Control” was initiated and developed with 
the Royal Institute of International Affairs, Chatham 
House, London. A workshop to discuss the papers 
under this subject will be convened in mid 1987, and 
the papers readied for publication in the autumn. 

Work continued on two other projects. The first 
involves co-operation with the North-South Institute 
on a study of the role of middle powers in multilateral 
disarmament negotiations. A second is a longer-term 
project to study the role and potential of the non- 
permanent members of the Security Council, with 
special reference to Canada’s next possible 
membership. 

The Research Section will continue to develop 


co-operative projects with international institutions. 

The Institute received one request for a research 
study from the Secretary of State for External Affairs. 
As a consequence of the Simard-Hockin Report 
entitled “Independence and Internationalism”, and 
the response by the Secretary of State for External 
Affairs to that Report, the Institute will conduct a 
study that will consider the merits of an international 
arms control register as a means of generating 
awareness of international arms transfers. The study 
is projected for completion in the summer of 1987. 

In addition to the activities described above, the 
Institute invited a series of distinguished international 
visitors to give public seminars. Visitors were drawn 
from academic institutions in the USA, West 
Germany and Finland and addressed topics ranging 
from the Strategic Defense Initiative to Conflict 
Resolution. A detailed list may be found at Annex B 
to this report. 

Two continuing study groups were formed, each 
meeting at regular intervals throughout the year. The 
first, composed of Institute staff and outside 
academics, concentrates on defining alternative 
approaches to conflict resolution with an emphasis 
on interdisciplinary studies. The second, composed 
of former senior government officials, monitors and 
will report on the Canadian and global geo-strategic 
situation with an emphasis on defence and arms 
control affairs. 


Public Programmes 


The Public Programmes of the Institute are 
designed to encourage public participation in and 
discussion of issues of international peace and 
security. The programmes make available to the 
public the results of Institute research, fill gaps in the 
existing, accessible literature and attempt to raise the 
level of debate on issues of major concern to 
Canadians as well as encouraging the expression of 
all major points of view. 

The implementation of these programmes during 
1986/87 took a number of different forms: a major 
portion was devoted to publications; media relations 
played a part in reaching a broader audience; 
seminars and workshops brought individuals 
together to share experiences and develop expertise; 
attendance at conferences and meetings made the 
Institute, its work and the issues with which it deals 
more widely known; and grants, partnerships and 
joint projects supported others in their work. Staff 
members, and the Executive Director in particular, 
undertook speaking engagements throughout the 
country and overseas. 

The Background Paper series is intended for 
people who are interested in the issues, but have 
neither the time nor the expertise to read long papers 
on them. Eight were published during the year on a 


range of topics touching on all areas of the Institute’s 
mandate. A list of titles may be found at Annex A. 

A second series, entitled Points of View, is of the 
same length but authors, all experts in the field, are 
encouraged to write more of a personal essay than a 
factual description. The Institute published three 
such papers during the year: details may again be 
found at Annex A. 

Four issues of Peace&Security, the Institute’s 
quarterly magazine, were published in 1986/87. The 
magazine is published in English and French and is 
intended to provide information and opinion on a 
wide variety of subjects. During the year the number 
of pages grew from 24 to 44. Each issue now contains 
5 main articles and 7 regular departments. A full 
colour cover, reasonably short articles, and 
imaginative illustrations are designed to attract 
readers who might not have a prior interest in the 
issues with which the Institute deals. A list of articles 
is at Annex C to this report. 

The mailing list for the magazine grew to 
approximately 4,800 addresses during the year. 
Background Papers and Points of View are sent to 
a more selected audience of 2,500; the remainder of 
the print run of 5,000 is mailed out on request. 

As the Institute’s expertise in various fields became 
better known, largely through its publications, 
relations with the media became more extensive. 
These relations were aided by the organization of two 
briefing sessions for members of the working press. 
The first was held in November 1986 on the subject 
of ‘Superpower Relations: What Next?’ At the end of 
February 1987 the topic was ‘Defending Canada: 
Policy Choices for the 1990’s.’ Each day-long 
seminar featured a six-person panel made up of 
experts from the Institute and others from Canada 
and abroad. About 25 working journalists from 
across the country attended each one. Stories about 
these sessions, or quoting from them appeared in 
major media outlets throughout the country. 

The release of Institute publications encouraged 
members of the media to seek background 
information or further analysis from us. Institute staff 
members published several op ed articles that 
stimulated follow-up interviews and, we received 
several requests to reprint articles appearing in 
Peace& Security. 

The Executive Director met with a number of 
editorial boards of newspapers across Canada. Other 
meetings, organized in co-operation with Interna- 
tional Perspectives, brought together small groups 
of officials, journalists and parliamentarians with 
experts in various aspects of the Institute’s mandate. 

Two Fellows from the media were in residence 
during the year: John Walker of Southam News 
from January to June 1986, and Jocelyn Coulon of 
Le Devoir from September 1986 to March 1987. 
Their advice was useful in the development of our 


publications and media programmes. While with us 
they had access to all of the Institute’s facilities and 
personnel, and continued to file weekly columns to 
their papers or services. 

Public Programmes personnel organized two 
seminar workshops for specific sectoral interests. The 
first, on Peace Education, brought together 
educators, Institute staff and Board members to 
discuss theoretical and practical problems in peace 
education, and the role of the Institute in this field. 
The Institute now provides educational materials on 
issues of peace and security, contributes to 
professional development days, and _ generally 
provides information to teachers who are interested 
in discussing and teaching international relations in 
their classrooms. 

In late March, the Institute and the Canadian 
Association for Adult Education organized a seminar 
on issues of peace and security as part of a longer 
term partnership arrangement between the two 
organizations. Leaders from the adult education 
community in Canada took part in discussions of 
Canadian security, international relations theory and 
the media and public opinion, as well as on strategies 
to engage the Canadian public in discussions of peace 
and security issues. 

The Institute organized twelve other seminars 
and/or meetings on a wide range of topics as listed at 
Annex B. 

During the year the Institute entered into a 
number of partnership and joint programme 
arrangements with other organizations. The intent of 
these undertakings is to advance mutually beneficial 
goals, and to encourage other national organizations 
to give priority to activities related to international 
peace and security. These programmes are different 
from responsive grants discussed elsewhere in this 
Report in that the Institute contributes advice, 
expertise and personnel as well as funds to the 
programme, and by so doing works closely with the 
organizers in its implementation. A_ list of 
partnerships and joint projects is at Annex D. 


Information Services 


The Information Services section of the Institute 
continued to develop its programmes and informa- 
tion systems for the dissemination of information on 
issues of peace and security to Canadians. The library 
concentrated its efforts, inter alia, on collecting 
conference papers, speeches and _ unpublished 
material: the so-called “grey literature” on issues of 
peace and security. In addition the library has access 
to six commerciai databases and exchange agreements 
with over 23 Institutes and libraries overseas. 

In June 1986, a seminar was held entitled 
“Options for Cooperation in Information Services” 
to which twenty information professionals were 


invited. Such was the response to this initiative that 
another larger conference is planned for November 
of 1987. 

The Institute is continuing to compile a thesaurus 
of terminology covering the areas of arms control, 
disarmament, defence and conflict resolution. At 
year end it contained approximately 3,000 terms and 
was in the final stages of development in English. In 
1988 the Institute will offer the thesaurus to other 
libraries and information centres in both languages 
for use as a common indexing tool and as a guide to 
the terminology of the issues of peace and security. 

The thesaurus is used daily at the Institute to index 
the data input into a Peace and Security database 
which was begun in March of 1986. The contents are 
based on the holdings of the Institute’s library and 
include monographs, periodical articles and “grey 
literature”. 

One of the goals of the Information Services 
section is to make the database accessible to the 
Canadian public either directly or through a 
commercial vendor. To this end the Institute has 
established a consultative group made up of resource 
centre managers from the Canadian Institute for 
International Affairs, the Canadian Forces College in 
Toronto, the York Centre for International and 
Strategic Studies in York University, and the centre 
québecois de relations internationales. This group 
has begun a co-operative effort with the goal of 
contributing to a common database in which each 
will share. They will develop strategies towards 
making the database accessible to all libraries and 
resource centres in Canada. 

Further, the Institute is funding co-operative 
projects with other libraries. These include $25,000 
each to the CIIA and CQRI for a joint venture to put 
a Canadian foreign relations bibliography online 
with a commercial vendor. The Institute also assisted 
in the development of an arms control and 
disarmament bibliography to be published by the 
Canadian Centre for Arms Control and Disarma- 
ment. Grants to 19 public libraries were made to 
assist them to increase their collections on issues of 
peace and security; this was undertaken in pursuance 
of that aspect of the Institute’s mandate which calls 
for the expansion of the information base on issues of 
peace and security for the Canadian public. A list of 
libraries that received these grants, and the books 
allocated may be found at Annexes E and F. 


Staffing and Administration 


During the year the Administration section 
concentrated on the development of policies and 
procedures for the efficient management of the 
Institute’s affairs. A training and development policy 
for employees was approved by the Board and a 
procedure for the appraisal and review of 


performance was set in place. An official languages 
policy was also approved and conflict of interest 
guidelines were formally agreed and submitted to the 
Registrar’s office. 

The organization of the staff remained in five 
groups: research, public programmes, library 
services, administration and executive. In March 
1987 there were 22 regular employees, plus nine on 
full time contracts for a total of 31 persons. A list of 
employees may be found at Annex H, including four 
part-time personnel. 

The question of computerization throughout the 
Institute was considered and decisions taken to 
purchase the necessary equipment which will be in 
place by mid 1987. 

The administrative section developed a formal 
financial policy and regulations for its implementa- 
tion. Information regarding financial operations may 
be found in the Auditor General’s report on page 9. 


Grants, Awards and Bursaries 


The Institute continued to provide funds to 
individuals and organizations that requested finan- 
cial assistance for Research or Public Programmes 
projects. 


The management of grant requests initiated 
outside the Institute was consolidated under the 
Secretary/Treasurer and is carried out by two grants 
administrators and a part-time secretary. 

In June a Research Grants Advisory Committee 
was created, composed of three outside advisers, the 
Director of Research and the Secretary/Treasurer, to 
review all research grant applications and make 
recommendations. At its March 1987 meeting the 
Board approved the formation of a similar 
committee for Public Programmes grants. 

A total of 269 requests for grants was received 
amounting to $3,926,465. 108 were approved 
totalling $782,305. By type, there were 66 requests in 
Research and 203 in Public Programmes of which 28 
were approved in the former and 80 in the latter 
category. Additional statistical detail about the 
Institute’s granting activity may be found in the 
diagrams below. When reviewing this information it 
should be remembered that the facts portrayed apply 
only to what are termed independent “responsive” 
grants: partnerships, cooperative projects, and

contracts are discussed elsewhere in this report. Lists 
of grants made are at Annexes G and H. 

The first CIIPS Awards Programme was 
developed and launched during the year. It is aimed 
at encouraging Canadians from all disciplines to 
enter the field of international peace and security 
studies. The programme is intended in part to 
develop Canadian expertise as well as contacts 
between Canadians and members of the interna- 
tional community working in this field. $125,000 per 
annum was allocated, to be divided into two awards 
valued at up to $25,000 each and five awards of up to 
$14,000 annually. At year end some 34 applications 
for these awards were in the process of being 
screened by the Association of Universities and 
Colleges of Canada. 

In June the Board approved a modest programme 
of bursaries for activities that fall within the mandate 
but do not otherwise qualify under other 
programmes. Recipients are listed at Annex I.

1. Authority and operations 


The Institute was established in June 1984 under the Canadian Institute for International Peace and Security Act which was 
amended by Bill C-69. It is an exempted Crown corporation as defined in the Financial Administration Act. 

The purpose of the Institute is to increase knowledge and understanding of the issues relating to international peace and security 
from a Canadian perspective with particular emphasis on arms control, disarmament, defence and conflict resolution, and to: 

(a) foster, fund and conduct research on matters relating to international peace and security; 

(b) promote scholarship in matters relating to international peace and security; 

(c) study and propose ideas and policies for the enhancement of international peace and security; and 

(d) collect and disseminate information on, and encourage public discussion of, issues of international peace and security. 


2. Significant accounting policies 


These financial statements have been prepared in accordance with generally accepted accounting principles. The significant 
accounting policies followed are: 


(a) Fixed assets 


Fixed assets are recorded at cost. Office furniture and equipment are depreciated on the straight-line basis at an annual rate of 20%. 
Leasehold improvements are amortized, using the straight-line method, based on the duration of the lease. 


(b) Pension plan 
Employees participate in the Public Service Superannuation Plan administered by the Government of Canada. The Institute’s 
contributions are equal to the contributions paid by its employees in respect of current services. These contributions represent the total 


_ liability of the Institute in respect of the pension plan and are recorded as expenses in the same period as the employees’ services are 
rendered. 


(c) Income taxes 

The Institute is exempt from any liability for income taxes. 

(d) Parliamentary appropriation 

Parliamentary appropriation is recorded in the accounts on an accrual basis. Furthermore, the Act states that the Institute shall be 
paid form the Consolidated Revenue Fund the follow sums: 


1987-88 $4 million 
1988-89 5 million 
thereafter 5 million or such greater amount as may be appropriated by Parliament. 


(e) Grants and transfer payments 


The Institute recognizes its liability for a grant or transfer payment upon the conditions of the agreement being met by the recipient 
of the grant or transfer payment.

As we take stock of the progress made in the 
development of the Canadian Institute for International 
Peace and Security at the end of its fourth year, it is useful 
to remind ourselves of the purposes for which it was 
established.

(a) foster, fund and conduct research on matters 
relating to international peace and security; 


(b) promote scholarship in matters relating to 
international peace and security; 


(c) study and propose ideas and policies for the 
enhancement of international peace and 
security; and 


(d) collect and disseminate information on, and 
encourage public discussion of, issues of 
international peace and security . . .” 


Message from 
the Chairman 


The translation of this mandate into policies and a 
programme of action which makes the most effective use 
of available resources has been a continuing and 
demanding preoccupation of the Board and the 
Executive Director. Those resources are primarily the 
people with requisite skills and talents as well as the funds 
that enable them to get on with the job. 

It is the hope of the Board that the accounting of the 
Executive Director for 1987/88, which follows, will 
receive the careful attention of all who read this report. 
While recognizing that there is much yet to be done, we 
believe that there is a solid record of accomplishments in 
each of the tasks assigned to the Institute, for which all 
who have participated can justifiably take satisfaction. 

On behalf of the Board I wish to express our 
appreciation to the staff of the Institute for their 
enthusiasm, creativity, and devotion to the tasks assigned 
to them. I should like also to acknowledge the essential 
contributions of many others, including those in the 
universities, non-governmental organizations, depart- 
ments of government, and in foreign institutions who 
have participated in Institute programmes. 

On behalf of the Board I should also like to express 
appreciation to Dr. Norman Alcock, Dr. George Bell 
and Dr. Harriet Critchley, who completed their terms as 
members. They served on the Board since its inception 
and gave generously of their time, wisdom and 
experience. 


Report of 
the Executive 


Director 


This is the fourth Annual Report of the Institute, 
which began its operations on 15 August 1984. By the 
end of the fiscal year, in March 1988, the Institute was 
approaching its optimum complement of personnel in 
accordance with its established programmes and its 
parliamentary appropriation of $5 million for 1988/89 
($4 million in 1987/88). Twenty-eight permanent 
employees and nine persons on contract (see Annex J) 
are responsible for programmes of research, public 
education, information services and the administration 
of grants, the details of which are discussed below. 
Roger Hill replaced David Cox as Director of Research 
and Katherine Laundy took charge of our Information 
Services in the Autumn of 1987. 

By its very nature, research takes time to do. 
However, the Institute was pleased to mark the 
publication of its first volume in late 1987, on the 
subject of nuclear weapon tests. Two more books will 
follow in 1988. Other research activities focussed on 
such themes as arms exports, regional conflict, the UN, 
arms control in the Arctic, Canadian defence policy 
and the future challenges to Canadian security. Over its 
first three years of work the Institute itself published 
some 20 pieces of research dealing with these and other 
subjects, as well as 24 background papers for the more 
general reader. 

In addition, of course, the Institute subsidizes 
research by others. Thirty-three grants, totalling over 
$500,000 were made for this purpose in 1987/88 to 
universities and research institutes, both in Canada and 
elsewhere. Seventy-three grants for a total of $516,550 
were also made to non-governmental organizations 
and individuals wishing to engage the public in 
discussion of issues of common interest (see Annex G). 
Grants are awarded on the basis of criteria which 
emphasize educational value as judged by outside 
examiners as well as by staff and Board members.

The Institute’s quarterly magazine, “Peace& 
Security”, is now mailed to over 6,000 addresses. The 
annual Guide to Canadian Policies on Arms Control, 
Disarmament, Defence and Conflict Resolution will 
soon be published for the third time, and a review of 
global security issues and the Canadian response was 
issued at the end of 1987 for the first time. Analysis of 
Canadian public opinion on these matters will also 
become an annual feature of our publications 
programme. 

The outreach programmes of the Institute are also 
growing. The six scholarships awarded this year for 
advanced study will be increased to ten, and those who 
wish to study abroad will be encouraged to do so. 
Research visits to the USSR have been agreed upon 
and will soon begin on the basis of reciprocity; other 
such exchanges are under active consideration. 
Publications are already exchanged with some twenty- 
five Institutes and Universities in other countries. I 
visited similar Institutes in Singapore, Malaysia, India, 
the USSR, Finland, Denmark, Boston and New York 
during the year and other staff and Board members 
travelled to Western Europe and to Japan on Institute 
business. 

We are compiling a data base and a thesaurus of 
terms for students and librarians across the country, and 
a hand-book for high school teachers which will be 
tested in co-operation with selected schools. Together, 
we hope that such activities will significantly expand 
opportunities for interested Canadians to gain access to 
materials which are both objective and take account of 
Canadian interests. 

The substance of our work is entirely independent of 
Government. The Institute remains a Crown 
Corporation, however, and as such generally follows the 
administrative and financial procedures set by Treasury 
Board, and audited by the Auditor General. 


Research 


Capitalizing on the work done in earlier years, the 
research programme of the Institute continued to 
expand in 1987/88. A Research Plan was established, 
a range of on-going projects was continued, and several 
new studies were initiated. 

The Research Plan sets out guidelines for the main 
research programme of the Institute grouped under a 
series of themes and project areas. The work is 
accomplished either in-house, by collaborative studies 
or commissioned research. The Plan lists seven priority 
research areas: East-West relations; Canadian defence 
policy and related defence issues; conventional arms 
control; peaceful settlement of disputes; the United 
Nations as world organization and mediator; regional 
and similar organizations and regimes; and regional 
conflict issues. More than twenty studies are now under 
way in these fields and other areas of interest to the 
Institute. These are listed at Annex E. 

Three major research projects conducted in 
collaboration with other groups were completed in 
1987/88. The first was carried out in association with 
the Stockholm International Peace Research Institute 
(SIPRIJ) and resulted in publication of a book entitled: 
Nuclear Weapon Tests: Prohibition or Limitation?. The 
second was a joint venture with the Institute for Social 
and Economic Research and the Institute for 
International Relations of the University of the West 
Indies, and led to publication of a conference report 
entitled: Peace, Development and Security in the 
Caribbean Basin: Perspectives to the Year 2000. The 
third was developed in conjunction with the Royal 
Institute of International Affairs, Chatham House, 
London, and will result in publication of a book 
entitled: The Allies and Arms Control.

Two studies were done for the Government — one, 
at the request of the Secretary of State for External 
Affairs, on the merits of an international arms control 
register, and a second on Canadian arms control policy 
in the post-INF world at the suggestion of the Minister 
of National Defence. In addition, Institute staff 
appeared on a number of occasions before parliament- 
ary committees. 

The Institute published its third Occasional Paper in 
March 1988. It is entitled Arctic Arms Control: 
Constraints and Opportunities. 

During the autumn and winter an inter-disciplinary 
group of 20 academics, officials, and representatives of 
non-governmental organizations met regularly to 
address challenges to Canadian security in its widest 
sense. They examined such questions as population 
growth, climatic change, economic and trade issues, 
military technology, and the future of international 
institutions. A book geared to a general audience will 
be published next year. 

A study of the Canadian role in conjunction with 
other Non-Permanent Members of the UN Security 
Council is continuing and will lead to the publication of 
a book in the coming months. Research projects on the 
future of the Atlantic Alliance and Canada’s role within 
NATO, as well as on security in the Pacific region, have 
likewise entered a second year. 

A dozen new projects were initiated in 1987-88: 
they included major studies on Soviet-American 
strategic relations and on the future of Canada’s land 
forces as well as a series of analyses of peacekeeping 
and related conflict control techniques. A joint 
conference with the Centre for Science and 
International Affairs at Harvard University will result 
in a paper on the future of Continental Air Defence. A 
two-year study on naval arms control has likewise been 
started and there are plans to set up an ad hoc working 
group to develop analyses of conventional force 
reductions in Europe. 

‘Under the broad theme heading of World Order, 
Peaceful Change and the Future, we have encouraged 
research on escalation and mediation in international 
conflict and launched studies on aid and peacemaking, 
as well as on issues in the debate on disarmament and 
development. 

In the area of regional conflict studies, we have held 
two meetings of a group of regional specialists from 
Canadian universities aimed at examining techniques 
of conflict management and resolution, as well as 
specific cases of such conflict. A Working Paper 
entitled: Managing Regional Conflict: Regimes and 
Third Party Mediators, has been published. A major 
study on the Cyprus question has also been launched. 

Finally, the Institute will publish a study of the 
implications for Canada of the global strategic 
situation, focussing on defence and arms control, based 
on the views of a group of former senior government 
officials who met periodically during the year. 


Public Programmes 


Public Programmes activities are designed to 
encourage public discussion of and participation in 
issues of international peace and security. The 
programmes continue to make available to the public 
the results of Institute research, to fill gaps in the 
existing, accessible literature, to raise and increase the 
level of debate, and to encourage the expression of all 
major points of view on issues of international peace 
and security. 

During 1987/88 the emphasis of the Institute’s 
public programmes continued to be placed on 
publications and on co-operative ventures with other 
groups or organizations. The development of relations 
with the media played a part in reaching a broader 
audience, while attendance at meetings, conferences 
and seminars helped to make the Institute, and the 
issues with which it deals, better known (See Annex B). 
The organization of seminars, workshops and meetings 
brought together people with similar interests to share 
expertise and knowledge. 

The list of Institute publications for the year can be 
found at Annex A. The format of the Occasional 
Papers series was redesigned and an Advisory Board 
composed of prominent members of the academic 
community was appointed. The Guide to Canadian 
Policies on Arms Control, Disarmament, Defence and 
Conflict Resolution continues to fill a useful purpose for 
a variety of audiences, ranging from high school 
students to officials to academics. The Background 
Papers Series, along with the Points of View are 
intended for the interested, but non-expert reader —the 
person who may wish to know a little more about the 
subject than one finds in the newspaper, but who does 
not want to be overwhelmed with facts or analysis. 
Seven such papers were published this year. We 
published three Conference Reports which are 
summaries of the discussion at conferences, as opposed 
to the proceedings. The summary format is designed to 
expand the readership beyond the conference 
participants. Two of the reports were of conferences in 
which the Institute participated but did not organize 
itself, while the third, on arms transfers, was the report 
of the Institute’s annual conference.

Working Papers are the results of work in progress, 
and will normally appeal to a limited audience. Three 
such papers were published this year, including a public 
opinion poll on issues of peace and security in 1987, the 
results of which were released in a short magazine 
article and a longer Working Paper by Professor Don 
Munton of the University of British Columbia. 

The magazine Peace& Security continued in its 44 
page format — 22 pages in each language. Five feature 
articles and seven regular departments constitute the 
format of the magazine. Annex C contains a list of titles 
of articles and their authors.

The Allies and Arms Control Conference, London, 13-15 
May 1987. 


During the year the Institute put some emphasis on 
assistance’ to high school teachers who wanted 
resources to support the existing curriculum on peace 
and security issues. With the help of a consultant from 
the Carleton Board of Education, we have written a 
first draft of a Teachers’ Handbook on Peace and 
Security. The Handbook has been introduced to a 
group of teachers, and on the basis of their comments, 
will be revised next year. Factsheets are designed for 
high school students, and are included in the Teachers’ 
Handbook; they are also distributed independently. 
They are short summaries of factual material on 
various topics — the first two subjects were NATO and 
NORAD. 

The annual review of issues of peace and security 
and the Canadian response was introduced to the 
media at a briefing session in January. Its release 
followed closely the release of the public opinion poll. 
The media briefing session focussed on the contents of 
those two papers, as well as on the state of East/West 
relations following the signing of the INF agreement. 
Members of the media continue to use the Institute and 
its personnel for background information on issues, as 
well as for reaction to events of current importance. 

The Institute continued to develop its joint project 
and partnerships programme whereby CIIPS enters 
into joint ventures with a number of groups to fulfill 
mutually beneficial objectives. A list of these joint 
projects can be found in Annex D. The major 


difference between these programmes and responsive 
grants is that the Institute seeks out partners and plays a 
role in the development and implementation of the 
programme, as well as providing funds for it. Several 
joint projects initiated during the previous fiscal year 
were carried out this year: a programme with the 
Federation of Professional Journalists in Québec 
allowed three Québec-based journalists to undertake 
in-depth research on particular issues; and a co- 
sponsored research project with the Royal Common- 
wealth Society brought 75 young leaders from 
Commonwealth Countries to Canada for a week in 
September prior to the Heads of Government meeting 
in Vancouver. 

CIIPS has developed an on-going partnership with 
the Encounters with Canada programme of the 
Council for Canadian Unity. Each week, for 26 weeks, 
groups of one hundred and twenty-five high school 
students from across Canada come to the Terry Fox 
Centre in Ottawa, and during their stay devote one of 
their working sessions to peace and security issues. The 
students prepare either a research essay, a panel 
discussion or a debate on a selected list of topics. The 
other joint project which was completed during the 
year was a conference with the World Food Day 
Association on the relationship between food, security 
and peace. Annex D contains the list of joint projects 
for which funds were allocated in 1987/88.

Information Services 


The collection and dissemination of information is 
one of the core functions of the Institute. It is an area 
that will have natural growth and increasing usefulness 
as the years progress. 

In 1987/88 regular activities — the collection, 
organization and accessibility of information on peace 
and security related topics for staff and the Canadian 
public — expanded to the extent possible within the 
constraints of the limited staff available.

The collection at the end of the year contained 1000 
monographs, 180 periodicals, plus newspapers, 
audiovisual materials and grey literature (hard to 
collect and catalogue). Our holdings of publications 
from similar institutions around the world are enriched 
by exchange agreements with 25 of them. The 
collection is supplemented by access to nine online 
commercial databases, including full text access to 
major world newspapers. 

An expanded in-house database will be directly 
accessible to users inside and outside the Institute in late 
1988. In addition, a thesaurus covering terminology in 
the areas of arms control, disarmament, defence and 
conflict resolution, will be ready for distribution early 
in 1989, and should prove a valuable tool for 
information centres both within Canada and inter- 
nationally. 

In November 1987 Information Services held a 
successful weekend conference entitled Peace and 
Security: Information Resources in Canada. It was 
attended by a mix of librarians, researchers and others 
who benefitted both from the chance to learn more 
about what resources, printed and automated, were 
available in the field and from the chance to interact 
with each other. Two more such conferences will be 
held in 1988 in Halifax and Winnipeg. 

The Institute granted $25,000 to help fund a project 
at the Canadian Peace Alliance to set up a Peace 
Resource Referral Service to facilitate access to 
education and public information resources being 
generated in Canada by peace and _ security 
organizations. The Peace Research Institute — Dundas 
received $25,000 to improve user accessibility to the 
Peace Research Abstracts Journal through computer- 
ization and more extensive marketing, and $5,000 was 
given to the Canadian Institute for International Affairs 
to continue the work of updating its database.

Grants 


To meet some of the objectives listed in the Act of 
Parliament that created the Institute, funds are made 
available to individuals and organizations in order to 
encourage public discussion of issues of international 
peace and security and to sponsor research projects in 
the four areas of the Institute’s mandate namely; arms 
control, disarmament, defence and conflict resolution. 

The Public Programmes and Research Grants 
Advisory Committees, each composed of three non- 
CIIPS advisors from differing backgrounds, continued 
to review all grant requests received and make 
recommendations to the Executive Director and to the 
relevant committees of the Board of Directors. The 
criteria for making grants are kept under review, and in 
the light of experience, modified as appropriate. 

During the year 190 grant applications were 
received totalling $3,183,833. Of these, 123 were for 
Public Programmes grants and 67 for Research. The 
Institute was pleased to be able to make 106 grants 
totalling $1,021,950. Seventy-three grants were made 
in the Public Programmes category and 33 grants in 
Research. 

Lists of all grants are at annexes F and G. The 
diagrams below provide an overview of their 
distribution. The distribution by area of the mandate is 
inevitably judgmental because many projects do not 
clearly fit any single category. It should also be noted 
that it is the nature of the project that determines its 
characterization, not the type of applicant. 
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Awards 


The CIIPS Awards Programme is administered by 
the Association of Universities and Colleges of Canada 
under Institute supervision. In 1987/88 there were two 
levels of awards valued at up to $14,000 and up to 
$25,000. The programme encourages expertise and 
scholarship in the field of international peace and 
security and the development of contacts with the 
international community by supporting Canadians 
who wish to pursue their studies in institutions abroad 
or, exceptionally, in Canada. 

Thirty-four applications were received for the first 
year of the programme and the names of award holders 
may be found at Annex I. As of 31 March, 53 
applications had been received and were being 
considered for the 1988/89 awards. 

At its meeting in March 1988, the Board of 
Directors decided to extend this two year experimental 
programme and to increase the number of awards from 
seven to ten. At the same meeting it was also agreed to 
introduce a new programme of three scholarships at 
$2,500 each for study at a North American-European 
Summer School in Austria. 


Bursaries 


The special and modest bursary programme 
introduced in 1986/87 was a success. Its purpose is to 
assist individuals in activities related to the mandate of 
the Institute which do not fall within the purview or 
criteria of the other programmes. Each bursary is for a 
maximum of $500. 

Twenty-six requests were received of which eleven 
were granted. The list of recipients appears at Annex H.

Authority and operations 


__The Institute was established in June 1984 under the Canadian Institute for International Peace and Security Act (the Act) which was amended by 
Bill C-69. The Institute is exempt from Divisions I to IV of Part XII of the Financial Administration Act by s. 96(1) of that Act. 


The purpose of the Institute is to increase knowledge and understanding of the issues relating to international peace and security from a Canadian 
perspective with particular emphasis on arms control, disarmament, defence and conflict resolution, and to: 


(a) foster, fund and conduct research on matters relating to international peace and security; 
| () promote scholarship in matters relating to international peace and security; 
(c) study and propose ideas and policies for the enhancement of international peace and security; and 
(d) collect and disseminate information on, and encourage public discussion of, issues of international peace and security. 


Significant accounting policies 


' She financial statements have been prepared in accordance with generally accepted accounting principles. The significant accounting policies 
‘ollowed are: 


(a) Furniture, equipment and leasehold improvements 
__ Furniture, equipment and leasehold improvements are recorded at cost. Furniture and equipment are depreciated on the straight-line basis at an 
_ annual rate of 20%. Leasehold improvements are amortized, using the straight-line method, based on the duration of the lease. 

(b) Pension plan 

Employees participate in the Public Service Superannuation Plan administered by the Government of Canada. The Institute’s contributions are 
_ equal to the contributions paid by its employees in respect of current services. These contributions represent the total liability of the Institute in 
_ respect of the pension plan and are recorded as expenses in the same period as the employees’ services are rendered. 
(c) Income taxes 


The Institute is exempt from any income taxes. 


(d) Parliamentary appropriation 


Parliamentary appropriation is recorded in the accounts on an accrual basis. Furthermore, the Act states that the Institute shall be paid from the 
Consolidated Revenue Fund the following sums:

(e) Grants, awards and scholarships 
Grants, awards and scholarships are charged to operations when the conditions of the agreement are met by the recipient.

S MY TERM AS CHAIRMAN OF THE 
Board of Directors of the Canadian 
Institute for International Peace and 
Security comes to an end in August of 
this year, this Annual Report is the last in 
which I will have the opportunity to give my 
assessment of the progress of the Institute. My 
departure, and that of Geoffrey Pearson, the 
first Executive Director, who retired in Decem- 
ber 1988, correspond, approximately, with the 
end of the initial five-year period in the life of 
the Institute, during which its appropriation 
has increased annually, in accordance with the 
terms of the legislation under which it was 
founded. 

In the first review I wrote for the Annual 
Report I said, on behalf of the Board of Direc- 
tors, that it was our goal that at the end of the 
first five years we would establish clearly 
identified operational programmes designed to 
fulfill all the purposes set out in the Act. We 
were determined, moreover, to keep the budget 
highly programme-oriented, and to establish a 
reputation, within and outside Canada, as an 
important source of innovative analysis and 
public knowledge on Canada’s peace and 
security policies. 

Fulfillment of that undertaking has taken 
time. The members of the Board of Directors 
had to get to know each other and to reconcile 
their views on what the Institute should do and 
how to go about it. Staff had to be recruited 
and contacts established with the other organi- 
zations — governmental and non-governmental, 
Canadian and foreign — whose cooperation has 
been, and will continue to be, essential. Pro- 
grammes in each of the areas of activity of the 
Institute had to be conceived and implemented. 

Now that we have reached the end of that 
five-year period I think that we can rightfully 
claim to have made significant progress in 
meeting our initial objectives. For this, the 
credit goes to the thirty distinguished Cana- 
dians and four non-Canadians who have 
served, or are serving on the Board of Direc- 
tors, to the staff of the Institute, and above all 
to Geoffrey Pearson, who made such an in- 
valuable contribution during his term of office

as Executive Director. It has been a great privi-

HIS YEAR HAS BEEN ONE OF TRANSITIONS 
for the Institute for Peace and Security, 
as we have tried to follow, interpret, 
and contribute to, the dramatic trans- 
formations in the international community 
around us. 

We have reached the end of the Institute’s 
legislated “start-up” period of five years, and 
the assured funding base that was built in for 
that period. The Institute’s Board will welcom« 
a number of new members in the coming 
months, while adjusting to the retirement of its 
founding Chairman, William Barton, and a 
number of other valued veterans. I succeeded 
Geoffrey Pearson in the position of Chief 
Executive on | February, and was immediately 
immersed in the challenges and opportunities 
facing this Institute in the 1990s. 

World trends set the context for our work — 
to increase knowledge and understanding on 
the issues of peace and security — and those 
world trends are generally more promising 
now than at any other time in living memory. 
The Institute is also charged, in its mandate, 
with bringing a Canadian perspective to these 
questions, and the current international climate 
has opened many new and exciting avenues fo 
Canadian thinking and action. 

This is one of those rare periods in history 
when good news is actually news, when a 
sense of possibility and human efficacy coun- 
ters the weight of the problems faced by our 
species and our planet. Such openings must be 
seized and developed; the Institute’s mandate, 
and its place in Canadian society, demand that 
it play a vigorous leadership role. 


The fields of work and the functions out- 
lined for the Institute in its Act would permit a 
vast range of diverse activities, all of them 
with particular appeal and possible utility. 
Indeed, in the first five years of rapid growth, 
we have experimented with activities across a 
very wide spectrum. As we enter the second 
five years, in an environment of abundant op- 
portunities and scarce resources, the strategic 
challenge will be to choose — on the basis of 
past experience and future projections — the 
areas where the Institute can best concentrate 
its energies and resources to make the most 
impact in fulfilling its mandate. The responsi- 
bility for making these choices will rest on all 
of us who are on the Institute’s Board — named 
by the Government after consultation with the 
parliamentary opposition parties and on the 
basis of nominations from the wider commu- 
nity. We will also have the benefit of many 
informed appraisals and proposals from inter- 
ested groups and individuals across the country 
and overseas — and such views are being ex- 
plicitly sought out during a series of visits and 
consultations in my first months here. 

Meanwhile, as we prepare for the Institute’s 
future directions, we are also bringing to a 
close a year of full activity in all of the Insti- 
tute’s programmes, as the following reports by 
their directors richly attest. Some of the Insti- 
tute’s important projects of long standing have 
now begun to bear fruit, with strong networks 
of collaborators across Canada and abroad. 
Research linkages and projects span the fields 
of the Institute’s mandate with collaborative, 
commissioned and in-house endeavours, and 
research seminars of various kinds have 
become a major intellectual and policy re- 
source in the field. Similarly, public pro- 
grammes include a wide variety of ventures — 
from top-level scientific exchanges to youth 
participation and curriculum programmes — as 


well as a publications programme of solid 
rhythm and impact. The Institute’s mandate to 
“collect and disseminate information” is re- 
flected in expanding outreach programmes and 
networks of library and database cooperation 
in Canada and internationally. The Institute’s 
responsive grant and award and scholarship 
programmes, meanwhile, continue to be in 
demand from many different quarters. The 
system of a consultative committee review in 
the grants and awards processes have con- 
tributed to a thorough examination in what is, 
appropriately, a more and more competitive 
field. 

As the Institute conducts its strategic review 
and strategic planning in this new international 
climate, we confront a wealth of opportunities 
in all areas of international peace and security, 
including arms control, disarmament, defence, 
conflict resolution and new frontiers in the 
field. Clearly, we also have a solid base of 
experience on which to draw as we set future 
directions.

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RESEARCH 


HE RESEARCH PROGRAMME CONTINUED 
to develop and expand in 1988-1989 
along the lines indicated in the Re- 
search Plan adopted the previous year. 
More than thirty research projects were being 
carried out in 1988—1989, as indicated in 
Annex E, and a number of other important new 
studies were launched at the end of the period. 
In the era of glasnost and perestroika, the 
Institute has continued to work actively in the 
field of East-West relations. Projects on 
US-Soviet strategic relationships and Soviet 
foreign policy headed by Carl Jacobsen were 
pursued intensively during the year, and are 
likely to result in two books in the coming 
months. A set of commissioned studies on 
Canada-Soviet relations, dealing with their his- 
tory as well as key political issues, was also 
under way. This is a hitherto neglected field 
and the Institute expects that the consortium 
now working in it will make a significant 
contribution to the understanding of Canada’s 
foreign policy interests and opportunities.

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Canadian defence policy was also a major 
field of interest during 1988-1989. Colonel 
Robert Mitchell, a senior Research Fellow 
from the Department of National Defence, 
completed a study on peacekeeping and peace- 
making in Cyprus and also continued his work 
on Canadian land forces in the next century. A 
short analysis of alternative Canadian defence 
policies and their costs was conducted prior to 
the federal general election; and two commis- 
sioned research projects on aspects of maritime 
defence were also set in train, one focussing on 
nuclear submarines and the other on the impli- 
cations for Canada of US forward maritime 
strategy. 

In a related field, the Institute continued to 
pursue a number of studies on the future of the 
Western Alliance. A research paper on conti- 
nental air defence was written in collaboration 
with the Center for Science and International 
Affairs at Harvard University. Roger Hill, 
Director of Research, continued work on an 
oral history of Canadian policy in NATO; and 
a commissioned research team proceeded fur- 
ther with a major study on European security, 
NATO, and Canada. In addition, a small col- 
laborative project on alternative defence strate- 
gies for NATO and the Warsaw Pact examined 
such concepts as non-provocative defence, in a 
workshop involving thirty Canadian, American 
and European scholars, held in February 1989. 

Arms control and disarmament were also 
matters of major interest, relating in part to the 
new opportunities that may be opening up in 
East-West relations. Under Fen Hampson, 
Research Associate, a book on the allies and 
arms control moved closer to publication. Ron 
Purver, Research Associate, continued a major 
study on naval arms control. Doug Hamlin, a 
Senior Research Fellow from the Department 
of External Affairs, worked on an analysis of 
conventional force reductions in Europe, and 
chaired a discussion group on this issue which 
met once a month to review latest develop- 
ments, and emerging issues. A small commis- 
sioned project on the prevention of war in a 
multi-nuclear world led to an international 
workshop in Kingston, in October 1988. 


In another part of the Institute’s mandate, 
studies continued actively on various aspects 
of conflict resolution. Fen Hampson played a 
leading role in the work of a regional conflict 
workshop seeking to develop a common 
conceptual basis for consideration of conflict 
situations in Southern Africa, Central America, 
the Middle East, South East Asia and else- 
where. Norma Salem, Research Associate, 
took over primary responsibility for a major 
study on Cyprus involving a series of work- 
shops and a seminar. Commissioned research 
projects on Turkish policies in the Middle East 
and Cyprus, and on the future of South East 
Asia, were also under way. The latter involved 
an international workshop in Thailand early in 
1989, it will lead to a major conference in 
Toronto in the coming year as well as to two 
books and other publications. 

In related areas, Bruno Munier, Research 
Fellow, worked on studies of China in the 
international system and on the Cambodian 
question. Ron Purver joined a Science for 
Peace group in leading a major collaborative 
study on Arctic security, focussed on an inter- 
national conference in Toronto in October 
1988. This widely appreciated event brought 
together participants from all the Arctic rim 
countries to examine strategic, scientific and 
other developments there, as well as prospects 
for increased cooperation. Commissioned stud- 
ies were also conducted on the security of the 
Pacific region and on strategic developments 
in South Asia and the Indian Ocean. A major 
commissioned project on escalation and medi- 
ation in international conflicts was also begun, 
as well as a pilot project on aid and peacemak- 
ing which examines such questions as the use 
of foreign aid to promote the resolution of con- 
flicts and peaceful development. 

At the present juncture in world affairs, 
renewed attention is being paid to the United 
Nations as a vehicle for the resolution of dis- 
putes and the promotion of world peace and 
international order. The Institute is keenly 
interested in this issue, and during 1988-1989 


took a number of steps to promote studies on 
it. Harald von Riekhoff, Senior Research 
Fellow, continued his work on the role of 

the Non-Permanent Members of the Security 
Council. A decision was made to support 

an international conference in Ottawa in 
1989-1990 on the future of the UN system. 
The Institute became a member of the Inter- 
national Academic Council on the United 
Nations System (ACUNS). We also supported 
work on an inventory of research and teaching 
in Canada on the United Nations, and agreed 
to provide financial assistance for two years, 
for the establishment of a small national 
centre, located at the University of Ottawa, on 
the work of the United Nations and other 
international organizations. 

In two other fields of particular interest to 
the Institute, Fen Hampson helped lead a re- 
search project on the broader, environmental 
aspects of national and international security; 
while Steve Lee, Research Associate, carried 
out a study on disarmament and development. 
An exploratory, pilot project on armaments 
expenditures in the Third World was also 
commissioned. 

In 1988-1989, the research programme 
yielded a range of articles, monographs and 
other papers including a new edition of the 
Annual Guide to Canadian Policies on Arms 
Control, Disarmament, Defence and Conflict 
Resolution. 

Research staff participated actively in a 
wide range of conferences during 1988-1989, 
chairing sessions or presenting papers. Two 
new series of in-house seminars were also 
launched: Research Seminars, focussing on 
critical issues in the development of knowl- 
edge; and Current Issues Seminars, an open 
forum for the discussion of a range of ques- 
tions of current international concern. Jonathan 
Dean, a former US ambassador, spoke to the 
first Research Seminar on the question of 
conventional forces reductions in Europe. 
Speakers in the Current Issues series dealt with 
such issues as alternative defence strategies, 
Australian defence policy, and the state of 
international peace research studies. 
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Other activities of the Research staff in 
1988-1989 included participation in media 
briefings, responses to media enquiries, orga- 
nizing visits to the Soviet Union by Institute 
and other scholars, and work on an annual up- 
date for a bibliography on nuclear weapons 
and arms control. An inventory of Canadian 
researchers in the fields covered by the 
Institute’s mandate is also in preparation. 

Looked at from the perspective of the 
Institute’s first five years of operations, the 
research programme had reached almost the 
full level that could be expected from available 
funds by the end of 1988-1989. More than a 
dozen books as well as other works were in 
various stages of preparation, and procedures 
were in place to help ensure the development 
of worthwhile new projects as required. For 
example, we have begun to advertise for 
Commissioned Research proposals, and have 
selected two major proposals: on the nature 
and extent of future Canadian involvement in 
Southern Africa; and on a new Canadian look 
at international security. The main challenges 
ahead are to continue to develop high quality 
output, and to focus on a more limited number 
of priority research areas in tune with a general 
Institute thrust towards greater concentration, 
effective dissemination, and internationally 
recognized expertise.

PUBLIC 
PROGRAMME S 


HE PUBLIC PROGRAMMES OF THE 
Institute are designed to encourage 
knowledge, understanding and public 
discussion of issues of international 
peace and security. The programmes make 
available to the public the results of Institute 
research, fill gaps in the existing accessible lit- 
erature, increase the level and quality of de- 
bate, and encourage the expression of diverse 
points of view. 

The implementation of these programmes 
during 1988—1989 focussed on publications, 
relations with the media, work with teachers 
and students, speaking engagements by Insti- 
tute staff at conferences, seminars and work- 
shops, joint projects and partnerships with 
external organizations to fulfill complementary 
objectives. 

Annex A lists Institute publications during 
the year. The Guide to Canadian Policies on 
Arms Control, Disarmament, Defence and 
Conflict Resolution continues to be a useful 
reference for a diverse audience of officials, 
journalists, academics and high school stu- 
dents. We published four Occasional Papers 
this year: one, by Paul Marantz on Soviet for- 
eign policy, will be reprinted in the Soviet 
Union this year — “an astonishing develop- 
ment,” as the author himself noted. Twelve 
Background Papers and Points of View were 
published; this series is intended for the inter- 
ested, but non-expert audience, and fulfills an 
important function for readers who want to 
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know a little more about an issue than they can 
find in the newspaper, but do not want to read 
a long discourse on it. Working Papers are 
works in progress, conference reports, or 
papers which have a more limited audience. 
The Chief Executive Officer writes an Annual 
Review of issues of international peace and 
security and the Canadian response, which we 
release at the end of the calendar year. We 
added to the Factsheet series this year by 
producing six more titles: these are intended 
primarily for high school students, and demand 
for them is high. 

The magazine Peace&Security continued in 
its 44 page format — twenty-two pages in each 
language. Five feature articles and seven regu- 
lar departments constitute the format of the 
magazine. The design of the magazine, the 
illustrations in it, the length of articles are all 
intended to reach a wider audience than are 
other Institute publications. Annex B contains 
a list of articles and their authors. The mailing 
list for the magazine and other Institute pub- 
lications continues to grow, indicating a 
receptive audience for our work. 

The Institute undertook its second public 
opinion survey on foreign policy issues this 
year. The results have proved to be of lively 
interest to the media, policy makers and the in- 
terested public. We plan to continue such sur- 
veys, varying some of the questions and the 
respondents each year. The surveys are done 
by mail; 1,000 respondents are asked upwards 
of fifty questions for an in-depth look at Cana- 
dian opinion. This year we cooperated with 
two international polling agencies: citizens of 
the United Kingdom and West Germany were 
asked some of the same questions as Cana- 
dians, and the results were tabulated and 
released simultaneously. 


We continued work with high school 
teachers and students, through The Teachers’ 
Handbook on Peace and Security, Factsheets, 
workshops at teachers’ professional develop- 
ment days, and working visits by groups of 
students and teachers to the Institute and its 
library. In addition, some of our joint projects 
and partnerships are geared to that audience: 
the Council for Canadian Unity brings 125 stu- 
dents and several teachers from across Canada 
to the Terry Fox Centre in Ottawa for a week, 
twenty-six weeks a year. Together with the 
Council we have developed a peace and secu- 
rity segment for each programme, and a staff 
member from the Institute attends each seg- 
ment to lead and assist. With Henson College 
of Dalhousie University we co-sponsored a 
conference for students and teachers in Nova 
Scotia, and with the Conseil de développement 
du loisir scientifique, we participated in a pan- 
québécoise science fair for students, with the 
theme of science for peace. 

We are developing a programme of films, 
speakers, publications and artifacts to accom- 
pany a retrospective of Canadian war paintings 
entitled “Lest We Forget,” in cooperation with 
the London Regional Art Gallery. The pro- 
gramme is intended for students, teachers and 
the general public. For adult educators we are 
developing a kit of information resources in 
cooperation with the Canadian Association for 
Adult Education. With the United Nations 
Association in Canada we ran a series of five 
seminars throughout Canada on the UN Secu- 
rity Council and Canada’s past and future role 
on it. A complete list of joint projects and 
partnerships can be found at Annex H. 

In a recent innovation, CIIPS organized a 
roundtable discussion for members of the 
media on the decision of the government to 
test the advanced cruise missile. Members of 
the media are increasingly turning to the Insti- 
tute for informed opinion, referral, analysis 
and background on international events. This 
is an integral part of the Institute’s role in pro- 
moting knowledge and understanding of peace 


and security issues, since most citizens follow 
these issues and form their understanding 
through the media. Journalists across the coun- 
try want and need access to readily available 
and reliable information, and special measures 
have been introduced to make the Institute’s 
work accessible outside Ottawa, for example, 
by providing audio links to out-of-town jour- 
nalists into our media roundtables, and by 
scheduling regular meetings with editorial 
boards.

INFORMATION 
SERVICES 


INCE THE INSTITUTE WAS FOUNDED THE 
Information Services section’s mandate 
has been to collect and disseminate 
information on issues of peace and 
international security; and more specifically, to 
establish and operate a library, and to cooper- 
ate with existing libraries and facilities in simi- 
lar fields. From the outset there has also been 
the goal of building a specialized resource cen- 
tre of the highest international standard. Con- 
sequently, we have not only developed a 
specialized library in the peace and security 
field, but have integrated a range of other ac- 
tivities in the programme. The library, how- 
ever, remains the core from which all other 
Information Services activities emanate. It of- 
fers the services of a small specialized re- 
source, providing a high level of service for 
internal and joint projects, and for the public at 
large, both in Canada and abroad. This is pro- 
vided through reference service by mail (in- 
cluding electronic mail and fax), telephone, 
and on-site visits.

WINNIPEG 
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Almost since the start of the Institute, we 
have been creating a computerized record of 
the library’s holdings, including the indexing 
of articles in the periodical collection. This 
database has now grown to include 15,000 
records, to which a further thousand are added — 
each month. The database specializes in mate- 
rials other than books, which are added to 
UTLAS (University of Toronto Library 
Automation System) — a database of the hold- 
ings of primarily Canadian university libraries. 

In conjunction with the creation of the data- 
base, we began the development of a Peace 
and Security Thesaurus, to fill a widely recog- 
nized need for a body of subject terminology 
to classify collections in the field. The first 
published version of the English thesaurus was 
released in March 1989, and has been of great 
interest to libraries across the country and 
internationally. The French language version is 
being completed. 

At the end of 1988 the Institute acquired a 
Hewlett-Packard MICRO GX 3000 super-

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microcomputer and MINISIS software (de- 
veloped by the International Development Re- 
search Centre). This purchase will enable us to 
make the database more accessible to the pub- 
lic within the next few years. 

The Institute has been pursuing direct and 
active linkages in the library community in 
Canada and abroad, in order to promote co- 
operation and information sharing. To this end, 
we have formed a consultative group with 
other librarians in the field, organized confer- 
ences, given grants to public libraries, con- 
tributed to library association programmes, and 
established working contacts with a range of 
organizations similar to our own. 

In 1986 and 1987, we held conferences in 
Ottawa which brought together information 
professionals from Canada and other countries 
to learn what resources were available and to 
look at the possibilities for cooperation. We 
also thought it was important to move across 
the country, developing contacts and providing 
the opportunity for people in all regions to 
learn about local resources and expand their 
networks. To do this we began a series of 
mini-conferences. 

At these mini-conferences we focus on our 
activities and future plans, review information 
resources in the fields of peace and security, 
and discuss access to information in the field 
and how groups can cooperate in sharing infor- 
mation. This past year, mini-conferences have 
taken place in Halifax, Winnipeg, Victoria, 
Vancouver and Whitehorse. Response to them 
has been very positive. 

For the past two years, we have given grants 
to public libraries to enable them to purchase 
literature to enrich their collections in the areas 
of peace and security. This project contributes 
to the dissemination of information across 
Canada. 


As a member of various library associations 
in Canada and the United States, we keep 
abreast of the latest developments and trends 
in the world of information, and let our activi- 
ties be known. This year Institute staff founded 
an “Action for Peace and Security Interest 
Group” at the Canadian Library Association. 
The purpose of this group is to involve 
librarians in the task of developing tools to 
make materials related to peace and security 
issues accessible to the Canadian public. 

Direct contacts with information centres 
overseas, specifically in Great Britain and 
France, have resulted in the beginnings of 
cooperation that will facilitate the exchange of 
information in this field at an international 
level.

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Notes to Financial Statements 
March 31, 1989 


Authority and operations 


The Institute was established in 1984 under the Canadian Institute for International 
Peace and Security Act (the Act). The Institute is exempt from Divisions | to IV of Part X 
of the Financial Administration Act. 


The purpose of the Institute is to increase knowledge and understanding of the issues 
relating to international peace and security from a Canadian perspective with particular 
emphasis on arms control, disarmament, defence and conflict resolution, and to: 


(a) foster, fund and conduct research on matters relating to international peace and 
security; 


(b) promote scholarship in matters relating to international peace and security; 


(c) study and propose ideas and policies for the enhancement of international peace and 
security; and 


(d) — collect and disseminate information on, and encourage public discussion of, issues of 
international peace and security. 


Significant accounting policies 


These financial statements have been prepared in accordance with generally accepted 
accounting principles. The significant accounting policies followed are: 


(a) Furniture, equipment and leasehold improvements 

Furniture, equipment and leasehold improvements are recorded at cost. Furniture and 
equipment are depreciated on the straight-line basis at an annual rate of 20%. Leasehold 
improvements are amortized, using the straight-line method, based on the duration of the 
lease. 
(b) Pension plan 

Employees participate in the Public Service Superannuation Plan administered by the 
Government of Canada. The Institute’s contributions are equal to the contributions paid by its 
employees in respect of current services. These contributions represent the total liability of 
the Institute in respect of the pension plan and are recorded as expenses In the same period 
as the employees’ services are rendered. 


(c) Income taxes 


The Institute is exempt from any income taxes. 
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(d) Parliamentary appropriation 

Parliamentary appropriation is recorded in the accounts on an accrual basis. 
Furthermore, the Act states that the Institute shall be paid from the Consolidated Revenue 
Fund the sum of $5 million annually or such greater amount as may be appropriated by 
Parliament. 


(e) Grants, awards and scholarships 


Grants, awards and scholarships are charged to operations when the conditions of the 
agreement are met by the recipient.

ith all the progress being made towards resolving 


East-West differences, the Institute must be running 


out of work to do.” So goes the comment, not always 


meant entirely in jest, that many of us involved with the Canadian 


Institute for International Peace and Security encounter from time 


to time these days. 


The fact of the matter is, of course, that 
quite the opposite is the case and it does not 
take long to explain why. Canada’s peace 
and security agenda is as long as it has ever 
been. International tensions have relaxed, 
dramatically, in recent times but the world is 
still a very troubled place; armed conflict ex- 
ists, and stability is threatened, in many parts 
of the globe. The new regime in Europe will 
require a new institutional architecture, in the 
choice of which Can- 
ada will play an im- 
portant part. Much 
work remains to be 
done in the area of 
nuclear and conven- 
tional arms reduction, 
and nuclear non-prolif- 
eration. Environmental 
concerns have impor- 
tant security overtones 
that urgently need to 
be addressed. Here in 
Canada, the matter of 
arctic sovereignty 


Ashley and Crippen 


remains unresolved. 
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The country lacks a defence policy with rel- 
evance to today’s circumstances, and filling 
the vacuum will call for intelligent choices 
in many difficult areas. The list goes on 

and on, and the need for informed discussion 
among Canadians concerning such issues 
continues undiminished. 

This, of course, is where the Institute has its 
distinctive role to play. Parliament has instruct- 
ed it to “increase knowledge and understand- 
ing of the issues relating to international peace 
and security from a Canadian perspective...” 
As this Annual Report demonstrates, this remit 
is being addressed with energy, and in a wide 
variety of ways. 

The dramatic recent change in the tone of 
Canada’s international environment coincides 
with the start of the Institute’s second five 
years of existence, and with the appointment of 
Bernard Wood as its second Executive Direc- 
tor. Under his leadership, and with the enthusi- 
astic support of the Board of Directors, the 
organization has taken vigorous steps to ensure 
its continued relevance to Canadian needs. For 
example, the Institute’s strategic plan, for the 
first time, defines subject areas where its intel- 
lectual and financial resources will be concen- 
trated over the next several years. The way in 


which decisions are made concerning applica- 
tions for grants has been totally revised to em- 
phasize the competitive nature of the process, 
and ensure its fairness and efficiency. The pub- 
lic profile and impact of the Institute is being 
raised as our parliamentary mandate requires; 
wider awareness will be an aid to effective- 
ness, as well as a reflection of the relevance 
and impact of its work. Steps are being taken 
to improve the organization’s decision-making 
processes, and to ensure the optimum degree 
of employee involvement and participation. 

In last year’s Annual Report, William 
Barton, the retiring Chairman of the Board, 
challenged the “new team” to pursue the Insti- 
tute’s mission with the same energy and drive 
that had been shown in its first five years. He, 
together with Geoffrey Pearson, the Institute’s 
first Executive Director, had established a firm 
base for its future, supported by a group of 
committed directors and able staff. As his suc- 
cessor, I look forward with enthusiasm to my 
three-year term as board chairman, confident 
that his challenge is being met by an outstand- 
ing team of men and women, and that the 
Institute is already on the way to setting new 
and exciting standards in the discharge of its 
responsibilities.

n June 1989, the Institute was invited, for the first time in its 


five-year existence, to appear before the House of Commons 


Standing Committee on External Affairs and International 


Trade in its annual hearings on Government Estimates. This hear- 


ing, an occasion for formal accountability to Parliament and the 


taxpayer, was also an important opportunity 
for us to hear the interests and concerns of 
MPs from all parties, and to outline the Insti- 
tute’s new medium-term directions then taking 
shape. The Committee members’comments 
conveyed a strong, continuing interest among 
all parties in the House in all aspects of the 
Institute’s work, and a desire to see the man- 
date carried out in ways that relate closely to 
Canada’s opportunities and challenges in this 
era of exciting and accelerating change. 
The strategic plan adopted by the Institute’s 
© “<= Board of Directors in 
June and October 1989 
was also designed to 
do exactly that: identi- 
fy key challenges on 
the international agen- 
da in the areas of peace 
and security where 
Canada and Canadians 
might be especially 
well equipped to make 
significant contributions in coming years and 
where focussed work is needed to deepen 
knowledge and understanding. My article in 
Peace&Security in Autumn 1989 outlined 
these directions, and we have been pursuing 
them since.

It remains a basic precept of the Insti- 
tute’s operations that it seeks to catalyze and 
support activities by and with a wide range of 
institutions and individuals across Canada; this 
approach is reflected in the Institute’s alloca- 
tion of resources. 

If ever there was a year to test the effective- 
ness of planning for work on peace and securi- 
ty against an unpredictable and fluid 
environment, 1989-90 was surely that year. 
Change was rapid and profound, and it vitally 
affected both the global outlook for peace and 
security, and the potential contributions of 
Canada and this Institute: so far, the nature of 
those changes has reinforced our conviction of 
the need for work on our priority themes. In 
my first Director’s Annual Statement, entitled 
Peace in Our Time?, released in January 1990, 
I attempted to draw out some of the major 
threads of international change, and offer both 
some interpretations and some prescriptions 
for Canadians to consider and debate. 

Progress on arms control and, at last, arms 
reductions, is highly promising but still prob- 
lematic. Verification systems and new securi- 
ty frameworks in Europe now call for 
serious attention, as do all the continuing 
thrusts of weapons proliferation, both hori- 
zontal (to other countries and regions) and 
vertical (to new and sometimes destabilizing 
technological levels). 

Canadian security and defence policy has 
been compelled to begin to adjust to the funda- 
mental change cascading out from the Soviet 
Union and Eastern Europe, and this Institute 


has attempted to play a role in nourishing the 
public and official debate. The Annual State- 
ment raised a number of “issues for informed 
debate” and, as promised in that paper, the 
Institute proceeded to assemble key thinkers 
from various sectors across the country for 
focussed discussion, together with the princi- 
pal officials on the government task forces 
concerned. A smaller group made up the 
roundtable reported on in the Summer 1990 
issue of Peace&Security, and thinking from 
both groups helped shape a presentation to 
the Conseil des relations internationales de 
Montréal in April 1990. 

Mr. Clark’s major policy statements of 
January and May 1990 have done much to 
articulate the Government’s new policy think- 
ing, and we will continue to engage in the dis- 
cussion in the public arena as new defence 
statements and additional security policy 
points are prepared and released. Our major 
commissioned project on National Defence 
and the Canadian Economy will pool the 
expertise of a varied team of Canadian re- 
searchers on this vital topic. 

Peacemaking, peacekeeping and peacebuild- 
ing activities have taken on new relevance 
and potential with the reduction of superpower 
confrontation and its removal from many 
regional arenas of conflict. There is room to 
ask, however, whether the opportunities are 
being seized quickly enough to “lock in” these 
improvements and strengthen international 
systems for averting and containing violent 
regional conflicts around the world. It is a 
priority for us to analyze realistically what 
more might be done. 

The capacity to monitor, analyze, and sug- 
gest possible lines of action in regional conflict 
situations, remains a key part of the Institute’s 
mandate in the field of conflict resolution. The 
intensive work conducted on Cyprus over the 
past two years has led us into continuing com- 
mitment under this approach, as have our ac- 
tivities on Namibia and Southern Africa. A 
significant new project is being launched on 


the conflict in Lebanon, after a delay of some 
months due to the untimely loss of Dr. Norma 
Salem, its original coordinator. 

The issues of security and cooperation in 
the Arctic, which we identified early in 1989 
as an appropriate topic for Canadian focus, 
have attracted wider attention in the context of 
Canadian defence activities and broader inter- 
national concerns. The Institute has been mak- 
ing contributions in several key fronts. Plans 
are now being made to extend and deepen this 
involvement, complementing other work in the 
field to enhance Canada’s national capabilities, 
while giving full weight to the concerns of 
Northern peoples. 

With the breakdown of Cold War confronta- 
tion and East-West rivalry as the dominant foci 
of global security and insecurity, a great deal 
of public concern (and increasingly that of ex- 
perts and policy-makers) has shifted to other 
international security threats, including global 
environmental degradation, and especially cli- 
mate change. Our major commissioned project 
in this area, with researchers from several 
Canadian and foreign universities at work, 
promises to yield very useful results, and the 
Institute has also been pursuing efforts to trace 
linkages (at both analytical and popular levels) 
between traditional and non-traditional securi- 
ty imperatives. 

With these main analytical thrusts, and the 
numerous other relevant topics growing out of 
our mandate, both the information outreach 
and public discussion activities of the Institute 
have grown markedly in the past year, with 
many new demands and new accomplish- 
ments. The Institute’s Board of Directors and 
staff have responded to these conditions with 
great energy, skill and enthusiasm to help en- 
sure the organization’s central relevance and 
continuing catalytic role in this new era.

n order to convey the range and depth of the Institute’s work 


this past year, this report presents the highlights and principal 


activities of each division — Research, Public Programmes, 


Information Services, Awards and Contributions — in the pages 


following, as well as a comprehensive listing of all the Institute’s 


activities. These are organized according to 
the nature of the enterprise (seminars, publica- 
tions, people in receipt of awards, etc.) in de- 
tailed Annexes at the end of the report. 


The Institute’s programmes are organized to 
work with the full range of professional and 
voluntary centres of expertise and interest in 
the fields of peace and security. A major share 
of the annual budget is expended in “outreach”

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programmes of competitive grants and awards, 
contracts and joint activities. The main types 
of programmes are: 

Research, including in-house, collaborative 
and commissioned work, on issues of peace 
and security, including arms control and disar- 
mament, defence, and conflict resolution. The 
Institute’s own special interests now focus on 
the non-proliferation of weapons of mass de- 
struction, Canadian defence policy, resolution 
of regional conflicts, international peacekeep- 
ing, peacemaking and peacebuilding, the 
Arctic, and new challenges and approaches to 
international security. 

Publications which make accessible to 
a wider audience the results of internal and 
outside research, and provide key reference 
material. 

The availability to the media of regular con- 
tact with expert analysts, in forums such as 
roundtables, media briefings, informed com- 
ment and interviews on topics of public interest. 

A library and unique database on peace and 
security issues designed to respond promptly 
to both research and educational needs in 
Canada, and increasingly in other countries. 
The Institute’s library staff regularly undertake 
projects designed to help other libraries and 
information centres across Canada to develop 
their collections in the field of peace and secu- 
rity. An example of this is an annual Bookshelf 
Grant competition. 


m Semi-annual competitions administered by 
the Peace and Security Competitions Fund 
through which support is provided to public 
interest groups and analysts for community 
educational activities and to professional 
scholars and others for innovative research 
on topics within the Institute’s mandate. 

m= Conferences, seminars, workshops, and 
other educational activities with the goal of 
sharing information, research findings and 
diverse viewpoints with wider audiences 
across Canada and abroad. 

w The promotion of scholarship in the field of 
peace and security through the annual Barton 
Awards competition. 


Support of Outside Act 

Parliament gave the Institute the task of both 
conducting work itself, and helping others 

to do theirs. In accordance with this policy 
to support activities beyond in-house pro- 
grammes, the Institute provided approximate- 
ly $1.5 million to outside projects during the 
year — some twenty percent of this amount 
was spent on projects that involved Institute 
staff working in collaboration with non-Insti- 
tute individuals or organizations; the balance 
was administered independently. 


An Interdisciplinary Appre 

In addition to this basic duality in the Insti- 
tute’s undertakings, it is in the nature of the 
Institute’s own wide-ranging activities that 
many of them cut across the organizational 
boundaries that such institutes normally 
require in order to function efficiently. Almost 
all major projects are the result of the collegial 
efforts of more than one division: 

The annual Guide to Canadian Policies on 
Arms Control, Disarmament, Defence and 
Conflict Resolution is the product of the 
Research section aided by Public Programmes; 


Time to Change began as a project run jointly 
by these same two divisions and subsequently 
expanded to include contributions from other 
organizations such as the Royal Society and 
the Institute for Research on Public Policy, and 
individuals such as the author himself, award- 
winning writer Boyce Richardson; the Surviv- 
ing the Nuclear Age bibliography results from 
the work of Research and Information Ser- 
vices; Fact Sheets, an on-going series prepared 
by Public Programmes primarily for secondary 
students and teachers, benefits regularly from 
contributions from Research — these are all ex- 
amples of the interdisciplinary character of 
most of the work being done.

he Research programme continued to grow during 1989-90, 


aiming at increased focus on the subject areas identified by 


the Institute as priorities for intensive concentration over the 


next two to five years. These are: the non-proliferation of weapons 


of mass destruction; Canadian defence and security policy; mea- 


sures for strengthening international systems of peacekeeping, 


peacemaking and peacebuilding; regions of 
conflict and potential conflict; Arctic security 
and cooperation; and exploration of new threats 
and new approaches to international security. 

This focus is increasingly reflected in all the 
section’s activities, while at the same time the 
Institute is building capacity to respond to the 
major and rapid changes in the international 
situation evolving in Europe and elsewhere. 
Important products of several major research 
projects appeared in the course of the year, and 
there was an upsurge of activity in such areas 
as the organization of seminars and work- 
shops. (see Annex E for a list of all major re- 
search projects, and Annex C for non-Institute 
publications by Institute staff.) 


The great changes in Europe, in East-West 
relations, and in the Western Alliance were a 
major focus of attention. Researchers partici- 
pated actively in Institute, governmental, par- 
liamentary, media and other assessments of 
European developments. In an important inno- 
vation, the Research group organized a series 
of briefings on the Ottawa and Budapest 
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Open Skies conferences. Officers of the De- 
partment of External Affairs gave first-hand 
accounts of the on-going negotiations to an 
audience drawn from non-governmental orga- 
nizations, the aerospace industry and other in- 
terested groups. 

Work on two major projects on Soviet af- 
fairs and superpower relations was completed 
in 1989-90. Books edited by Carl Jacobsen, a 
former senior research fellow, and based on 
research programmes underwritten by the 
Institute, were published by The Macmillan 
Press of London, under the titles: Soviet For- 
eign Policy: New Dynamics, New Themes, and 
Strategic Power USA-USSR. 

Commissioned studies on various aspects 
of Canadian-Soviet relations also continued, 
leading to the future publication of several 
monographs on current issues as well as fur- 
ther work on two books and an oral history. 
Projects on inter-allied relations, Canadian 
involvement in NATO, and Western arms 
control policies, moved closer to completion. 


Defence and Security Policy 

Canadian defence and security policy was a 
field of active interest during the year, and was 
given further impetus by the rapidly evolving 
situation in Eastern Europe and by intensive 
internal policy reviews being undertaken by 
the government ministries concerned.

The Research group organized two success- 
ful meetings of a new Defence and Security 
Policy Discussion Group. The purpose of these 
meetings was to bring to bear the talents and 
energies of some twenty-five experts from uni- 
versities, non-governmental organizations to- 
gether with senior government officials, on the 
critical issue of how to adapt domestic security 
and defence policies to rapid change. 

Highlights of other defence and security 
projects included: 

Colonel G.D. Sharpe, a senior research 
fellow on loan from Canadian Forces Air 
Command, and Dr. George Lindsey, former 
Chief of Operations Research and Analysis at 
the Department of National Defence, worked 
intensively on the issue of satellite surveillance 
and its future role in Canadian security. An 
important monograph is expected to result 
from this work. 

An extensive study undertaken in 1988 in 
collaboration with the Centre for Science and 
International Affairs at Harvard University, 
reached the publishing stage. The resulting 
monograph, Continental Air Defense: A Neg- 
lected Dimension of Strategic Defense will 
be published by University Press of America 
in July 1990. 

A study of the various submarine systems 
and their implications for Canada’s defence 
was completed by Bernard Goulard of the 
Nuclear Physics Laboratory of the Université 
de Montréal and the results will be published 
as an Institute Working Paper. 

A competition for a major new project 
on national defence and the Canadian eco- 
nomy was advertized in the autumn of 1989, 
with the aim of launching new work in the 
summer of 1990. 


In the arms control and disarmament field, 

the Institute laid the foundations for intensive 
work on non-proliferation. Data was assem- 
bled, an exploratory paper on key issues was 
prepared, and a competition for a major two- 
year study on nuclear proliferation and non- 
proliferation was organized. Work on maritime 
arms control also continued. 

Another important focus of interest was con- 
ventional force reductions in Europe. Douglas 
Hamlin, a senior research fellow on loan from 
the Department of External Affairs, led a dis- 
cussion group on this issue and published a 
Working Paper on Canadian approaches to it; 
and Ambassador David Peel, Canada’s repre- 
sentative at the negotiations in Vienna, accom- 
panied by most of the Canadian delegation, 
spoke at an Institute seminar early in 1990. 

The book, Allies and Arms Control by se- 
nior research fellow Fen Hampson and former 
research fellow Harald von Riekhoff, among 
others, and the result of work begun in 1987, is 
forthcoming in 1990 from The Johns Hopkins 
University Press. 


The Research group organized a number of 
seminars on Middle East issues from a variety 
of perspectives. Among those speaking during 
the year were: Rashid Khalidi, University of 
Chicago; Edy Kaufman, Hebrew University; 
Gerald Steinberg, Hebrew University; Kamel 
Abu Jaber of the University of Jordan; Itmar 
Rabinovitch of Tel Aviv University; Fred Ax- 
elgard of Georgetown University and Ambas- 
sador Sam Lewis, President of the US Institute 
for Peace, and former US ambassador to Israel. 
As part of the Institute’s focus on regional 
conflicts, a major new study on the Lebanon 
conflict was launched. It is a policy-oriented 
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effort to assemble informed, respected Canadi- 
an and international analysts, with different 
perspectives and viewpoints, to examine the 
issues and recommend initiatives to help ame- 
liorate the situation. 

A substantial enterprise in the regional con- 
flicts area was brought to completion: the year- 
long Institute project, “Cyprus: Visions for the 
Future.” This enquiry explored the roots of the 
conflict in Cyprus and the possibilities for its 
resolution. It brought more than sixty distin- 
guished Canadian and international experts to 
a series of seminars and workshops in Ottawa. 
Among those attending the final session were 
the two municipal leaders of divided Nicosia, 
Mustafa Akinci and Lellos Demetriades. The 
project resulted in an Institute Working Paper 
of the same title. 

In a similar vein, commissioned research 
projects on Southern Africa and South East 
Asia were pursued actively, with on-site 
research and workshops in Ottawa and in 
Thailand. 

Under the direction of Fen Hampson, a 
workshop on comparative regional conflict 
issues completed its work early in 1990, with 
an arrangement to publish its main papers in 
a special issue of /nternational Journal. 

In the area of international organizations and 
institution building, an international confer- 
ence on “The Future of the United Nations 
System” was held in Ottawa, with Institute 
support, in January 1990. The Institute also 
continued to provide financial support for the 
development at the University of Ottawa of a 
national centre on international organizations. 


In the related field of conflict resolution 
studies, Ron Fisher, senior research fellow, on 
leave from the Department of Psychology at 
the University of Saskatchewan, actively pur- 
sued an assessment of the potential of various 
problem-solving approaches to resolution of 
international conflict. Separate commissioned 
research programmes also proceeded on a sur- 
vey of the field and on the role of escalation 
and mediation in international conflict. Data, 
journal articles, working papers and other pub- 
lications were beginning to appear from this 
stream of work by year-end. 

Resulting from a collaborative project with 
Science for Peace, a book on Arctic security 
and cooperation was completed early in 
1990 and is expected to be published later in 
the year. Ron Purver, senior research fellow, 
participated actively in studies and panels

also organized two seminars on Arctic and 
related questions. 


ay rol New Inreats 

The changes now underway in the world re- 
quire a thorough rethinking of international af- 
fairs and of Canada’s place in global society. 
To this end, the Institute launched a major 
Commissioned Research project entitled, “A 
New Look at International Security,” with a re- 
search team made up of scholars from several 
Canadian universities. An existing project run 
jointly by Research and Public Programmes 
on environmental and similar challenges to 
Canadian security was completed in the course 
of the year and resulted in the book Time to 
Change by Boyce Richardson. 

Other studies underway in 1989-90 con- 
cerned such questions as disarmament and 
development; aid and peacemaking; and the 
strategic policies of India. The Institute sup- 
ported Five Days of Peace, a group promoting 
humanitarian ceasefires. In this case, the fund- 
ing provided for an analysis of the potential of 
such ceasefires for resolution of conflict in 
general. The resulting study will be published 
as an Institute Working Paper. 

Papers were also completed on confidence- 
building measures and the reduction of the risk 
of war through multilateral means. This last, 
published in September 1989 as Working 
Paper 18, was the result of an international 
conference held in Kingston in late 1988, and 
included participants such as Vladimir Petro- 
vsky, Soviet deputy foreign minister, James 
Sutterlin, of Yale University, and senior offi- 
cials from the UN Secretariat. 


Seminars, Workshop: 

Other In-house Activiti 

Taking advantage of the Institute’s excellent 
conference facilities, the Research group 
organized an average of four workshops and 
seminars a month in the course of 1989-90 
(see Annex D); this has become a widely rec- 
ognized and highly valued activity involving 
experts and the interested public from across 
Canada and abroad, as well as from the Ottawa 
area. In addition to meetings already men- 
tioned, there were seminars on such important 
issues as the impact of perestroika on Soviet 
strategic policies, US maritime strategy, post- 
Khomeini Iran, the Nicaraguan elections, the 
prevention of a biological arms race, and New 
Zealand’s defence and security policies — to 
name just a few. 

Another edition was published of The Guide 
to Canadian Policies on Arms Control, Disar- 
mament, Defence and Conflict Resolution. 
Launched in October 1989 in a redesigned for- 
mat, The Guide is now widely accepted as an 
essential tool and source of information by stu- 
dents of this country’s involvement in the field 
of international peace and security. 

Research staff continued in 1989-90 to con- 
tribute actively to study conferences organized 
by other organizations and universities, and 
presented expert testimony to parliamentary 
committee hearings and government enquiries. 
Research staff also participated in media 
briefings, responded to media enquiries and 
organized visits to the Soviet Union by Cana- 
dian scholars. 

Work on an inventory of researchers and ex- 
perts in the fields covered by the Institute’s 
mandate also proceeded actively. The invento- 
ry was started with the aim of creating an in- 
house resource. Since the inventory is unique, 


the Institute plans to make it available to the 
public in some form, once enough data has 
been compiled. 


The Research group suffered a tragic loss with 
the untimely death of Dr. Norma Salem, re- 
search associate, in January 1990. Other staff 
changes led to a competition for four new posi- 
tions as research fellows, to join the Institute in 
autumn 1990. With the engagement of new 
senior research staff, the next steps in the de- 
velopment of the Institute’s research pro- 
gramme will be to strengthen both in-house 
and collaborative research activity and extend 
further the knowledge and understanding re- 
sulting from all the studies, seminars and other 
activities of the research group.

nique among research and policy institutes that deal with 


international questions is the explicit responsibility in this 


Institute’s mandate to “encourage public discussion” of 


issues of international peace and security. The public programmes 


of the Institute for Peace and Security seek to give meaning to 


those words by focussing on issues of relevance to public policy, 


and by building the base of wider knowledge 
and understanding — essential prerequisites to 
an informed public discussion. 

Institute programmes make available to the 
public the results of in-house research, fill gaps 
in the existing accessible literature, raise the 
level and quality of debate, and encourage the 
expression of diverse points of view. The im- 
plementation of these programmes during 
1989-90 concentrated on publications, rela- 
tions with the media, work with teachers and 
students, speaking engagements by Institute 
staff at conferences, seminars and workshops, 
and joint projects with external organizations 
to fulfil complementary objectives. 


Annex A provides a comprehensive listing of 
Institute publications during the year. Among 
the highlights are: 

Occasional Paper 8, “When Does Deter- 
rence Succeed and How Do We Know?” by 
Richard Ned Lebow of Cornell University and 
Janice Stein of the University of Toronto, was 
published in March as the eighth in the Insti- 
tute’s monograph series. The work is a major 
contribution to the scholarly literature on the 
subject of deterrence theory and practice —a 
discussion with profound policy implications, 
and to which academics, policy-makers and 
journalists have responded. 
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Three summaries of conferences were 
published as Working Papers, “Challenges 
to Canadian Security in the Year 2000” by 
Jean-Francois Rioux, summarized the discus- 
sion at the Institute conference in Winnipeg 
in September 1988, and was published in 
April 1989. David Cox, Steve Lee and 
James Sutterlin were the co-authors of the 
report, “The Reduction of the Risk of War 
Through Multilateral Means” published in 
September 1989 and based on a conference 
in Kingston in October 1988. In March 1990 
we published “Cyprus — Visions for the 
Future” by researchers Francois Lafreniére 
and Robert Mitchell. 

Three other Working Papers were published 
during the year: one by Bernard Grebenc 
looked at Canada’s record at the UN on arms 
control and disarmament resolutions; Douglas 
Hamlin, an Institute research fellow, wrote 
about Canadian objectives in conventional 
arms control negotiations in Europe; and Steve 
Lee, an Institute researcher, was the author of a 
paper on the international debate around issues 
of disarmament and development. As well, 
Margaret Bourgeault, of Public Programmes 
staff, wrote a report on the series of seminars 
held last year jointly with the United Nations 
Association in Canada on the subject of Cana- 
da and the UN Security Council. 

Arms control was the subject of three Back- 
ground Papers, a publication series intended as 
a medium for timely analysis in non-academic 
style, of major events and emerging issues 


in international relations: Jozef Goldblat 
wrote “Nuclear Non-proliferation: Status and 
Prospects”; Michael Holmes, an Institute re- 
searcher, was the author of “Compliance with 
Confidence Building Measures: From Helsinki 
to Stockholm”; and Jane Boulden, former 
Institute researcher, was the author of “The 
Implications of the INF Treaty.” 

Peace&Security, the Institute’s quarterly 
magazine, continued in its forty-four page 
format — twenty-two pages in each language. 
The design of the magazine, the length of 
articles, the illustrations, are all intended to 
reach a wider audience than are other Insti- 
tute publications. This year the Institute 
began selling a limited number of copies at 
newsstands across the country through the 
distribution network of the Canadian Maga- 
zine Publishers Association. (See Annex B 
for a list of articles and authors.) 

Peace In our Time? A Canadian Agenda 
into the 1990s is the title of the Director’s 
Annual Statement, published in January of 
this year. Its release, with a press conference 
and a summary to major media outlets, gener- 
ated considerable interest. The pace and scope 
of change during the year provided for both 
fascinating substance and challenging analysis. 

Time To Change: Canada’s Place in a World 
of Crisis is the title of book written by Boyce 
Richardson for the Institute, and published 
in March 1990 by Summerhill Press of 
Toronto. The French-language version will be 
published soon by Editions Libre Expression 
in Montréal. The book grew out of an Institute 
project, organized by the Research and Public 
Programmes sections, which looked at the 
broad challenges to Canadian security. While 
drawing on a series of seminars presented by 
experts from a dozen research institutes, gov- 
ernment agencies and universities, the book is 
written for the non-expert audience; it was 
published as a moderately-priced paperback to 
encourage wide distribution and readership. 


The Institute undertook its third annual public 
opinion survey on foreign policy issues. The 
results, which this year were introduced at a 
press conference and published as a Working 
Paper, have proven to be of major interest to 
the media, policy makers and the interested 
public. The survey is conducted by mail: some 
1,000 respondents are asked approximately 
fifty questions for an in-depth look at Cana- 
dian opinion. The Institute plans to improve 
the annual survey with the aim of creating over 
the long term a substantial and important infor- 
mation base on Canadian attitudes. 


Extensive work with high school teachers and 
students continued. Four more Factsheets were 
published: “The UN and Disarmament,” “The 
Non-proliferation Treaty,” “The Military Use 
of Space,” and “The United Nations and Inter- 
national Security” — these are intended primar- 
ily for the high school audience, and demand 
for them is high. 

Teachers who had tested The Teachers’ 
Handbook on Peace and Security in the field 
were invited to the Institute for several days 
during the summer. On the basis of their class- 
room experience with the book, they gave 
advice on additions, deletions, and other 
changes. Two teachers, Geoff Irvine and 
Garfield Newman, stayed on to assist with the 
actual revisions, and work proceeded 
on the document during the rest of the year. It 
will be ready for wide distribution during the 
1990-1991 academic year, with separate in- 
serts for each provincial jurisdiction outlining 
how the Handbook can best be used in each 
provincial curriculum. Following consultation 
with Quebec teachers and Ministry of Educa- 
tion specialists, the Handbook is now being

produced in a French-language version. 
Institute staff continue to participate at 
teachers’ professional development days, and 
to develop contacts with teachers throughout 
the country. At a time of some controversy 
over the means of presenting in classrooms, 
issues of international peace and security, the 
Institute’s well-grounded approach to work in 
this area is increasingly valued by educators. 
Some of our joint projects — programmes 
run jointly by the Institute and an outside part- 
ner organization — are geared specifically to 
high school audiences. The Council for Cana- 
dian Unity brings 130 students and several 
teachers from across Canada to the Terry Fox 
Centre in Ottawa for a week at a time, twenty- 
six weeks a year. Together with the Council we 
have developed a peace and security segment 
for each programme, and a staff member from

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the Institute attends each week to lead and 
assist. Le Conseil de développement du 

loisir scientifique organizes a pan-québécoise 
science fair each year: for the second time we 
participated in the fair at the regional finals 
level, emphasizing the theme of science and 
peace. (For a complete list of Joint Projects 
see Annex H.) 

With the London Regional Art and Histori- 
cal Museums the Institute developed public 
programmes in conjunction with a war art ret- 
rospective. The project ran through September, 
October and November 1989. It included sev- 
eral documentary and drama film series, a lec- 
ture series and school visits from gallery staff 
and veterans who took with them artifacts 
from the First and Second World Wars. We are 
developing another project with the LRAHM 
which will expand on the school visits and arti- 
facts components.

In July 1989 the Institute organized an interna- 


tional workshop on the election and indepen- 
dence process then bringing to an end the 
decades of conflict in Namibia. The meetings 
featured presentations by senior UN officials 
in person from New York and via video from 
Windhoek — among them were: Marrack 
Goulding, UN Under-Secretary for Special 
Political Affairs, and Martti Ahtisaari, Special 
Representative of the UN Secretary General in 
Namibia. Other participants included officials 
from Elections Canada, the Departments of 
External Affairs and National Defence, inde- 
pendent observers of other first-time elections, 
members of non-governmental organizations, 
and members of election observations teams 
who were on their way to Namibia. 

The successful conclusion to the election 
and independence process in Namibia is testi- 


mony to the contributions of many groups and 
organizations, and we were pleased to have 
played a part in it. Following the workshop the 
Institute issued a summary report on the pro- 
ceedings which received wide and rapid distri- 
bution, nationally and internationally. 

As part of the Institute’s three-year old ex- 
change agreement with the Institute for the 
Study of the USA and Canada in Moscow, 
we received four exchange visitors from the 
Soviet Union: Leon Bagramov, Boris Alekhin, 
Sergei Danilov and Vyatcheslav Shealo. Each 
Soviet visitor spent approximately four weeks 
in Canada as a guest of our Institute; they 
undertook research projects, interviewed 
Canadians, and gave seminars on their topics 
of specialization. 


Media Relations 
The Institute pays particular attention to pro- 
viding useful and current information and 
analysis to members of the print and electro- 
nic media. To this end, we again organized 
roundtable briefings for members of the media 
during the year. In each case the sessions were 
attended in person by some two dozen journal- 
ists with others participated by telephone con- 
ference hook-up from other Canadian centres. 
In May 1989 the subject was the effect of the 
April budget on defence and foreign policy — 
present for the discussion were Institute senior 
researchers, experts from the security and for- 
eign policy community and a senior official 
from the Department of National Defence. In 
January 1990, a roundtable examined the open 
skies concept prior to the meetings of NATO 
and Warsaw Pact Foreign Ministers and offi- 
cials in Ottawa. Present on this occasion, in 
addition to Institute researchers and analysts, 
were two government officials and the Secre- 
tary-General of the Open Skies Conference. 
On both occasions, the briefings were widely 
covered and resulted in the broad dissemination 


of various views on the issues. 

The Institute also held two press confer- 
ences, one to release the results of the 1989 
annual public opinion survey, the other to 
release Peace in Our Time? — the Director’s 
annual review of international issues. In addi- 
tion, members of the media were regular par- 
ticipants in the more than fifty seminars which 
took place at the Institute. (See Annex D for 
all Institute seminars, workshops, and briefing 
sessions in 1989-90) 

Because most citizens follow world events 
and form their understanding of them primarily 
through the media, professional working links 
with journalists continue to be an integral part 
of the Institute’s role in promoting knowledge 
and understanding of peace and security is- 
sues. The Institute is responding to increasing 
demands from the media for informed opinion, 
referral, analysis and background on interna- 
tional events. Visits to editorial boards by the 
Chief Executive Officer and his availability 
for background discussions, interviews and 
debate on issues of peace and security are 
part of that role.

he library is the focus of the activities of the Information 


Services section. It provides Institute staff the services of a 


specialized information resource, essential to the creation of 


high quality work. The library is also open to the public, who are 


using it with increased frequency because it provides easy and 


detailed access to peace and security materials, many of which are 


not easily found elsewhere in North America. 


In order to carry out more effectively that part 
of the Institute’s mandate to collect and dis- 
seminate information to the Institute staff and 
to the broader public, the Information Services 
section has devoted much of its energy this 
year to the structuring and implementation 

of its new computer system, a super-micro-

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computer with MINISIS software originally 
developed by the International Development 
Research Centre. 

The added computer capabilities and storage 
allow for sufficient flexibility to manage the 
database of library holdings, as well as the 
day-to-day library functions. The computer 
supports the bilingual in-house thesaurus, 
as well as the creation and maintenance of bib- 
liographic databases and of text databases of 
information such as directories, inventories 
and abstracts. 

With the Institute’s previous level of com- 
puterization, it was impossible to reach the 
broader community effectively. Now the Insti- 
tute has the facility to prepare printed products 
and computerized products (compact disks, 
tapes, diskettes) that can provide a much wider 
distribution of the library’s holdings. At the 
same time it is now equipped to augment its 
own database with computerized products 
from other organizations. 


Building the Collection 


The library’s collection continues to grow, 
with the help of approximately fifty selected 
exchange agreements with other research and 
policy institute libraries analogous to our own 
worldwide. The collection now stands at ap- 
proximately 7,000 items, with increasingly 
significant and sophisticated use of computer-

ized databases for access to the very best 
sources of public information on issues of 
peace and security. 

Over the past year we have been building 
up the collection in various areas, still special- 
izing in the invaluable “grey literature” not 
easily accessible elsewhere. Following careful 
consultations, we have also concentrated on 
improving the quality of French-language 
holdings. The collection was further supple- 
mented with donations from a number of 
groups and individuals. 

Decisions as to how to make purchasing 
choices from the many thousands of items 
available are based on several criteria. All 
materials must have some Canadian content, 
or cover subjects of particular interest to Cana- 
dians; they must be published in either of the 
two official languages; they must deal with 
one or more of the areas of the Institute’s man- 
date — arms control, disarmament, defence and 
conflict resolution — with special attention to 
fields of concentration in the Institute’s work. 

A singular strength of the Institute’s library 
holdings is in the detailed computer records 
which give access by subject to articles in peri- 
odicals, chapters in books, conference papers, 
speeches and government reports. Documenta- 
tion from organizations around the world, not 
easily found elsewhere in Canada, also con- 
tributes to the uniqueness of the collection. 


Reaching Out 

Information Services also carried out activities 
away from the library. Two conferences were 
held in June 1989, one in Yellowknife, the 
other in Calgary. These conferences, similar to 
those held earlier in other Canadian centres 
and attended by librarians and others involved 


in the communication of information in their 
communities, reviewed information resources 
in the fields of peace and security. Participants 
discussed access to information in the field, 
and ways in which groups can cooperate in 
sharing information. 

The first Action for Peace and Security 
Interest Group workshop took place in Edmon- 
ton in June. The event was part of the Cana- 
dian Library Association’s annual conference, 
attended by librarians from across the country. 
The Interest Group was founded by Institute 
staff, to raise the awareness of librarians about 
issues of peace and security, inform them of 
information in this field, and produce reference 
tools and promotional materials. Three speak- 
ers at the workshop — a representative from the 
Department of National Defence, a peace ac- 
tivist, and a librarian — commented on the op- 
portunities, choices and risks they saw in 
libraries playing a role in the conveying of 
peace and security materials to the public. 

The 1989 offer of a $1,000 Bookshelf Grant 
to public libraries to purchase, and then publi- 
cize, peace and security materials for their col- 
lections, was taken up by twenty-eight public 
libraries in nine provinces and both territories. 
(See Annex I for the complete list of recipi- 
ents.) Approximately the same level of funding 
will be available for next year’s Book Shelf 
Grant programme, and additional promotion 
will encourage participation in all regions and 
in both official languages.

TRIBUTIONS 


he Institute’s established programmes of awards, scholar- 


ships, bursaries and grants and contributions continued as 


in previous years. However, important changes in the 


grants and contributions process resulted from intensive work 


throughout the year by an ad hoc committee of the Board that 


was appointed to review all aspects of this major programme. 


The Committee reported the results of its 
work, with recommendations, at the March 
1990 meeting of the Board of Directors. The 
value of continuing to make substantial funds 
available for initiatives from outside the Insti- 
tute was reaffirmed, as was the value of contin- 
uing to divide the projects into two categories: 
research, and public discussion and informa-

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tion. The Board approved significant changes 
in procedure, as recommended by the Commit- 
tee, so as to ensure maximum fairness, rigour 
and efficiency in making the awards, and to 
contribute to the very best resulting projects. 
These responsive programmes, like the Insti- 
tute’s Barton Awards Programme, will now be 
managed quite separately from the Institute’s 
in-house and directed programmes. 

Resources for these responsive contributions 
will be allocated annually by the Institute to a 
Peace and Security Competitions Fund which 
will continue to contribute to the most promis- 
ing projects selected through a semi-annual, 
independent and competitive process: 

The Fund’s activities will be overseen by a 
Council of Trustees composed of four mem- 
bers of the Institute’s Board plus up to three 
outside members. Daily operations will be the 
responsibility of a Fund Director who is also, 
at least at the outset, the Secretary/Treasurer 
of the Institute. 

The semi-annual nature of the process re- 
mains as before. Applications will continue to 
be reviewed by Fund staff for their complete- 
ness and relevance to the specified fields of 
interest and criteria. They will then be consid- 
ered (as in the past) by Advisory Committees 
composed of three external assessors, chaired 
by the Fund Director. Recommendations from 
these committees will be passed to the Council 
of Trustees for decisions. 


The new Fund came into being immediately 
the Board’s decision was reached and a report 
of its first round of decisions on grants and 
contributions may be found on page 37. For 
convenience, the list of all grants and contri- 
butions made throughout the year has been 
presented in that special section even though 
some were approved prior to the inauguration 
of the Peace and Security Competitions Fund. 


Barton Awards Schola 

Another significant change made in the past 
year was in the method of administering the 
scholarship programme. In previous years the 
Institute’s programme of scholarships for post- 
graduate study of issues of peace and security 
was administered by the Association of Uni- 
versities and Colleges of Canada. During the 
year the Institute took over this programme 
entirely and designated it the Barton Awards 
programme in honour of William H. Barton, 
our founding Chairman of the Board and dis- 
tinguished former ambassador of Canada to 
the United Nations in Geneva and New York. 
An expanded information campaign and some 
adjustments to the size and conditions of the 
awards resulted in a gratifying increase in 

the number of applications received for the 
March 1990 independent selection committee. 
The twelve recipients are pursuing post-gradu- 
ate studies at universities across Canada, in the 
US and UK. (Winners of awards for 1989-90 
are shown in Annex G.) 


The modest but effective programme of bur- 
saries of up to $500 continued. This pro- 
gramme allows the Institute to respond quickly 
to requests for small amounts of financial 
assistance for activities that fall outside the 
conditions and criteria of other semi-annual 
competition programmes. The twenty-three 
recipients this year are shown in annex F. 

Finally, the programme to assist up to three 
Canadians to attend an annual two-week semi- 
nar in Austria on trans-Atlantic relations con- 
tinued, with only one candidate selected for 
support for the 1989 session (see Annex G). 
With information about the programme now 
more widely accessible, it is likely that all 
three scholarships will be taken up in next 
round of selections.

Authority and operations 


The Institute was established in 1984 under the Canadian Institute for 
International Peace and Security Act (the Act). The Institute is exempt from Divisions | 
to IV of Part X of the Financial Administration Act. 


The purpose of the Institute is to increase knowledge and understanding of the 
issues relating to international peace and security from a Canadian perspective with 
particular emphasis on arms control, disarmament, defence and conflict resolution, and 
to: 


(a) foster, fund and conduct research on matters relating to international 
peace and security; 

(b) promote scholarship in matters relating to international peace and 
security; 

(c) study and propose ideas and policies for the enhancement of 


international peace and security; and 


(d) collect and disseminate information on, and encourage public discussion 
of, issues of international peace and security. 


Significant accounting policies 


These financial statements have been prepared in accordance with generally 
accepted accounting principles. The significant accounting policies followed are: 


(a) Furniture, equipment and leasehold improvements 


Furniture, equipment and leasehold improvements are recorded at cost. 
Furniture and equipment are depreciated on the straight-line basis at an annual rate of 
20%. Leasehold improvements are amortized, using the straight-line method, based on 
the duration of the lease. 


(b) Pension plan 

Employees participate in the Public Service Superannuation Plan administered 
by the Government of Canada. The Institute’s contributions are equal to the 
contributions paid by its employees in respect of current services. These contributions 
represent the total liability of the Institute in respect of the pension plan and are 
recorded as expenses in the same period as the employees’ services are rendered. 
(c) Income taxes 

The Institute is exempt from any income taxes. 
(d) Parliamentary appropriation 

Parliamentary appropriation is recorded in the accounts on an accrual basis. 
Furthermore, the Act states that the Institute shall be paid from the Consolidated 


Revenue Fund the sum of $5 million annually or such greater amount as may be 
appropriated by Parliament.

(e) Grants, awards and bursaries 


Grants, awards and bursaries are charged to operations when the conditions of 
the agreement are met by the recipient.

years ($1,184,900 in 1990-91) subject to compliance by the recipients with the terms of 
the agreements.

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MANDATE AND ORGANIZATION 


The Canadian Institute for International 
Peace and Security was established 

by Parliament with the agreement of all 
Parties in August 1984. The Institute's 


governing legislation states that: 


“The purpose of the Institute is to increase 
knowledge and understanding of the 
issues relating to international peace and 
security from a Canadian perspective, 
with particular emphasis on arms control, 
disarmament, defence and conflict 


resolution, and to 


foster, fund and conduct research on 
matters relating to international peace 


and security; 


promote scholarship in matters relating 


to international peace and security; 


study and propose ideas and policies for 


the enhancement of international peace 


and security; and 


collect and disseminate information on, 
and encourage public discussion of issues 


of international peace and security.” 


The Institute is a Crown Corporation, 
but one with certain special provisions 
which help to ensure its vigorous in- 
dependence. Members of its governing 
Board of Directors are appointed by the 


Government of Canada on the basis of 


€€.291-1/1991 
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nominations from a wide range of organi- 
zations across the country and in con- 
sultation with all recognized parties in the 
House of Commons. There are seventeen 
Directors, at least ten of whom must be 
Canadian citizens. Levels of funding by 
Parliament are specified in the founding 
legislation. The Institute submits an 
Annual Report to the Parliament and the 
Canadian public through the Secretary of 
State for External Affairs. 


The Institute’s Chief Executive Officer 

is a member of the Board, and has the re- 
sponsibility for the overall direction of the 
Institute. A staff of about forty work in the 
following divisions: research, public pro- 
grammes, information services, awards 
and contributions, administration, and the 


Peace and Security Competitions Fund. 


The Institute does not itself advocate 
policy positions, but does seek to provide 
outlets, forums, and encouragement for 
the study and informed debate of policy 
ideas and options. While not part of 

the goyernment decision-making process, 
the Institute may, under the provisions of 
the Act, conduct research or advisory 
activities for the Secretary of State for 
External Affairs and relevant Senate and 
House of Commons committees, if it is

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MESSAGE FROM THE CHAIRMAN 


Ashley and Crippen 


f ever there was a need in Canada for an Institute such as 


this, the past year has been that time. As we foresaw in last 
year’s Annual Report, the end of the Cold War led to no 


diminishment of international tensions, it only changed their 


focus from bipolar to multipolar. International peace and security 


appeared to be as fragile as at any time during the postwar years. 


The Gulf crisis, instability in Eastern Europe, 
and chaos in Ethiopia and in many other parts 
of the world, took over the headlines. 

This period of dramatic global change found 
Canada searching for a clearly defined and 
articulated security and defence policy for its 
role in the new international environment. 

The obvious need for foreign policy discussion 
and development comes at a time of public 

and government preoccupation with pressing 
domestic matters. The national debate we 
should be holding on vital and dramatic inter- 
national issues is too often crowded out by 
these perceived priorities at home, and the vital 
connections between a changing world and a 
changing Canada are too often overlooked. 

Under these troubling conditions, a Cana- 
dian Institute for International Peace and 
Security obviously has a role to play, if only to 
help provide balance in the nation’s perception 
of what is important. When all the federal 
political parties approved the creation of the 
Institute in the early 1980s, they charged it 
with the task of illuminating, and encouraging 
discussion on, Canada’s far-reaching inter- 
national policy concerns. This mission has a 
special importance when such issues tend to be 
pushed off the front pages by domestic concerns. 

Against this background, relevance and 
impact have increasingly become the watch- 
words guiding the Institute’s activities. On 
both counts significant progress was made 
during the past year, as the contents of this re- 
port will demonstrate. In particular the external 
focus and public profile of the Institute have

been raised, exemplified by the extensive 
information and analysis role it played during 
the prolonged Gulf Crisis, and by more than 
300 media and public speaking engagements 
undertaken by the Chief Executive Officer and 
other senior staff. 

By any measure the Institute had a most 
successful year. Its staff brought energy, enthu- 
siasm and intelligence to their work. Produc- 
tivity rose, with gains in output while costs in 
real terms dropped. Innovation flourished. 
Activity was increasingly guided by priorities 
defined in the Institute’s strategic plan, and 
refined by implementation of the results of an 
outside management study conducted in close 
collaboration with the entire Board and staff. 
The Board of Directors played a thoughtful 
and attentive role. At a time when the need for 
every item of government expenditure is under 
scrutiny, and when the Institute has accom- 
plished more with less for the fourth consecu- 
tive year, it is gratifying to be involved with a 
publicly financed organization discharging an 
important remit in such an effective way.

he Institute is an unusual, hybrid organization, shaped by 


its multi-faceted mandate from Parliament to increase knowl- 


edge and understanding of issues of international peace and 


security from a Canadian perspective. It is simultaneously required 


to be a centre of substantive expertise and policy proposals in its 


own right, a catalyst and funder of research, scholarship and public 


discussion by others, and a central collector of 
information in these fields for Canada. 

Over the seven years of the Institute’s life, 
its Boards have worked to execute each part of 
the parliamentary mandate, with the relative 
emphasis among these activities being set 
according to evolving needs and opportunities. 
Moving from a period of Cold War confronta- 
tion, into one of lessened East-West tension 
and proliferating peace and security challenges 
on other fronts, the Institute’s work on arms 
control and disarmament, defence, and conflict 
resolution has been changing rapidly, both 
responding and helping to shape the Canadian 
foreign policy agenda. 

The Persian Gulf crisis, which erupted in 
August 1990 and extended through many 
months in various phases, was a major focus 
for the Institute’s activities over the past year. 
By January 1990, our work had been predict- 
ing a shift of concern from East-West to other 
areas of conflict, and special attention had 
been directed to the issues of arms transfers 
and the need for new regional security arrange- 


ments. The Iraqi invasion of Kuwait, of course, 


had not been predicted, but it immediately 
raised major issues in central areas of the Insti- 
tute’s mandate, including collective security 
and the role of the UN, arms control, defence, 
and conflict resolution. 

A first Working Paper, entitled The Gulf 
Crisis: the Debates and the Stakes was pub- 
lished on 21 September, timed to offer relevant 
background and interpretation for the recalling 
of Parliament to debate these questions. The 
vital importance of these issue-areas was 
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rapidly reflected in all areas of the Institute’s 
work. Our own personnel, and others to whom 
we helped provide platforms and outlets, were 
able to inject relevant research into public, pol- 
icy and academic debates on the initial aggres- 
sion and the evolving response. The results of 
this research were made available, information 
was provided, and informed public discussion 
was encouraged through publications, testimony 
before parliamentary committees, speaking en- 
gagements, media briefings and selected media 
interviews. A special study on possibilities for 
economic reconstruction and cooperation in 
the region was completed in March 1991. 

The Institute’s charge from Parliament to 
“study and propose ideas and policies” has been 
pursued with vigour in the fluid peace and se- 
curity environment emerging after the Cold War. 
Many such contributions are detailed in differ- 
ent sections of this report, including proposals 
emerging from specific studies, such as those 
on ballistic missile proliferation and on aero- 
space surveillance, to parliamentary testimony 
and special assignments, such as the coordina- 
tion of the Commons study group on NORAD 
renewal, to ideas emerging from other, more 
general fora, such as those organized for 
Peace&Security magazine on security policy 
and on the future of the United Nations, and 
through dozens of specialized seminars. 


One developing tradition 
is to use the Director’s 
Annual Statement, under 
his personal responsibility, 
to air a wide range of policy 
ideas, proposals and op- 
tions. It is always difficult 
to assess the interest or 
impact of such offerings, 
but it is useful to revisit 
them, after more than a year, 


to see how much relevance 
they may have maintained. 
The following excerpts 
are taken from Peace in

Our Time ?, published in 
January 1990. 


“Now that the superpowers are actively co- 
operating to quell some regional conflicts, 
and cutting back on arms flows into some 
others, there is a possibility of enlisting them 
both in a focussed effort to negotiate an arms 
transfer limitation regime. This should be 
done in parallel with measures to meet the 
real security concerns of the potential im- 
porter, and in concert with other sellers. It is 
time for such a campaign to be launched, and 
Canada would be well-placed, perhaps with 
a small group of other countries from all re- 
gions, to seize and develop new initiatives in 
this direction. (pp. 19 and 20) 


... The movement toward some limitations 
on Third World arms expenditures and im- 
ports will depend on a recognition of the le- 
gitimate security concerns of many countries 
and the promotion of confidence-building 
and arms limitation schemes among them, 
together with effective supply restraints and 
conflict resolution mechanisms. (p. 33) 


... The principal peacekeeping countries, 
like Canada, now have the right and respon- 
sibility to pursue the agenda of possible 
reinforcements to these systems, in the UN 
and elsewhere. Timely topics include not 
only the political processes and bureaucratic 
resources involved, but also the possibilities 
of standing reserve forces or nuclei; the 
establishment of multilateral risk reduction 
centres; new mediatory functions and facili- 
ties; the relationships between UN and re-

gional efforts; possible new powers and new 
roles for peacekeepers; new techniques and 
technologies to aid in peacekeeping; and 
not least, the more satisfactory financing of 
these and other activities of the UN. (p.28) 


...It is now a matter of crucial importance 
for the Western world, and for Canada 

in particular, to get Washington to discharge 
its responsibilities and to discard its out- 
dated prejudices in relation to the United 
Nations.... This is surely one area where 
Ottawa’s carefully cultivated credibility with 
Washington, and with the American public, 
should be mobilized to press for wiser 
American policies and practices. (p. 29) 


... The combination of deepening alienation 
and spreading awareness and technological 
access in the Third World, together with the 
vulnerability of modern advanced societies, 
could well come to represent a primary 
security threat. (p. 27) 

... It is not now inconceivable for the inter- 
national community, through the UN Secu- 
rity Council, to agree that the withholding or 
disruption of food and relief supplies cannot 
be used as a weapon, and that appropriate 
measures will be taken to prevent any such 
actions. (p. 41) 

... The extraordinary challenge now, in a 
period of tremendous political fluidity in the 
world, and scarce budgetary resources, 1s to 
arrive at some decisions that will provide 
Canada’s defence planners, and the person- 
nel of the Canadian Armed Forces, with 
reasonably clear and stable directions 

and credible assurance that they will be 
equipped to carry out the tasks assigned to 
them. For this challenge to be met, there is 
now no alternative to an in-depth public 
debate of policy needs and options — a rarity 
in the defence field.” (p. 22) 


Needless to say, these themes have remained 
central to the Institute’s internal, commissioned 
and collaborative work over the intervening 
year and a half, with further analyses and more 
detailed proposals being developed. 

World Order and Double Standards was 
the title of this year’s statement, released in 
December 1990. Written in the midst of the 
Persian Gulf crisis, it expanded on the theme 
of the need for new systems of world order, 
and the opportunities which the demise of the 
Cold War presented for creative action by the 
international community.

The dramatic changes in the international 
peace and security environment have also been 
reflected in the activities of groups across Can- 
ada, financed by the Institute through the Peace 
and Security Competitions Fund and other re- 
sponsive programmes. There have been marked 
changes in both the topics proposed for re- 
search and public discussion projects, and in 
the “mix” of groups and institutions calling 
upon those programmes. Since 1985, 580 grants 
have been made for research and public discus- 
sion projects. Amongst other products, these 
have resulted in 164 conferences, 27 books and 
96 articles, as well as contributions to 29 peri- 
odical publications. In the past three years, 

56 percent of research and 36 percent of public 
discussion grant applicants were new. 

Service to and partnership with the commu- 
nities of interest in peace and security questions 
is a watchword of the Institute’s programmes. 
The Institute’s Board members are nominated 
by those communities and then selected by the 
Secretary of State for External Affairs after 
consultation with the leaders of the Parliamen- 
tary Opposition. In planning and implementing 
its programmes, the Institute responds to initia- 
tives from a wide variety of groups, reaches 
out to involve new organizations and indivi- 
duals in these fields, and provides basic services 
to the whole interested community, in addition 
to discharging its own core responsibilities in 
the fields of research, policy proposals, and 
public information and discussion. 

This year, after three years of static budgets 
— with their buying power thus reduced by 
some fourteen percent through inflation — the 
Institute’s Board has begun a comprehensive 
assessment of all programmes, with a view to 
updating the medium-term plan (adopted two 
years ago) in light of current needs and finan- 
cial prospects. Part of that assessment has in- 
cluded an examination of how the Institute’s 
community linkages have been operating under 
each of its mandate areas. The analysis of ex- 
penditures from this viewpoint reveals that, in 


the past three years, an average of 40 percent 
of the parliamentary allocation of the Institute 
has been used for direct outside funding of 
organizations and individuals in the field; a 
further 13 percent has been expended in cat- 
alyzing and outreach activities, including con- 
ferences and school programmes; the provision 
of other services to the community has ac- 
counted for 27 percent; specialized publications 
for 9 percent; and in-house research activity 
for 11 percent. (See Annex K for more detail.) 
Activities conducted in partnership are more 
complicated than those executed by a single 
institution, and carry extra costs. The diversity 
of cooperative activities envisaged in the Act 
of Parliament and developed and implemented 
so far, also means that it has been difficult to 
capture some of the “economies of scale” that 
would be available through more concentrated a 
programmes.

uring 1990-91, the Research programme continued to em- 


_ phasize the areas of Institute priority activity — the non- 


proliferation of weapons of mass destruction; Canadian 


defence and security policy; measures for strengthening inter- 


national systems of peacekeeping, peacemaking and peacebuild- 


ing; regions of conflict and potential conflict; Arctic security 


and cooperation; and exploration of new 
threats and new approaches to international 
security. 

The foundations were also laid for giving 
more emphasis in the future to in-house re- 
search. A number of new research staff began 
work at the Institute in the autumn of 1990, 
after an intensive competition earlier in the year. 


Non-proliferation 

In the field of arms control and disarmament, 
Canadians recognize that non-proliferation of 
weapons of mass destruction is an area of great 
concern and interest, and the recent Gulf War 
has added to this perception. 

After some preliminary work, including 
collection of data and the development of an 
exploratory overview of the non-proliferation 
field, Jean-Francois Rioux launched a major 
study on supply-side arms control in the 
autumn of 1990. Work also began on an inter- 
national conference on this issue, to be held 
in Ottawa in the summer of 1991. 

At the same time, the Institute commis- 
sioned a two-year external study on the 
non-proliferation of nuclear arms during the 
1990s. This contract was awarded to a group 
associated with the Centre québécois de 
relations internationales. 
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A number of research seminars were orga- 
nized in 1990-91 on non-proliferation and 
other aspects of arms control and disarmament. 
These included a presentation by Professor 
Mitsuru Kurusawa, of Niigata University, on 
the Japanese perspective on non-proliferation. 
Other topics included conventional arms 
control in Europe, an account of the test ban 
amendment conference, and a briefing on the 
Budapest Open Skies conference. 

In a related field, Karen Ballentine conducted 
work on problems of conversion in the Soviet 
defence industry. Ron Purver is completing a 
major study on naval arms control. 


Canadian Defence and Security Policy 

This area of Institute work focusses on Cana- 
dian requirements and policies, as affected by 
changing international circumstances, domestic 
imperatives and technological developments. 

Visiting fellows, George Lindsey and 
Colonel Gordon Sharpe, undertook a study 
of aerospace surveillance which examined 
Canada’s technological requirements and capa- 
bilities, as well as the needs for civilian and 
military surveillance. Their paper, entitled 
Surveillance over Canada, was published in 
December 1990. 

Roger Hill chaired an expert panel for the 
sub-committee of the House of Commons 
Standing Committee on External Affairs and 
International Trade which studied the possible 
renewal of the NORAD agreement. The panel’s 
recommendations, including the renewal of the 


agreement for a period of two or five years, 
were published as an Institute Working Paper 
in March 1991. 

Mr. Hill also conducted other studies in 
Canadian defence policy, including an over- 
view of current requirements and commitments 
and an oral history of Canadian involvement 
in NATO. Meanwhile, a group headed by 
researchers at the University of Manitoba laid 
the foundations for an extensive commissioned 
research study of defence policy, defence 
budgets, defence industry and the national 
economy. 

Seminars held on defence issues and related 
topics in 1990—91 included meetings on aero- 
space surveillance requirements for Canada, 
New Zealand’s defence and security policies, 
Canadian-American military cooperation under 
the NORAD agreement, contemporary Euro- 
pean security issues, the evolving new Euro- 
pean security architecture, the NORAD renewal 
issue, and military operations in the Gulf. 


Peacekeeping, Peacemaking and Peacebuilding 
Robin Hay continued work on the civilian 
aspects of peacekeeping and peacebuilding, 
with special emphasis on Namibia. Mr. Hay’s 
earlier research on humanitarian ceasefires 
was published as an Institute Working Paper 
in July 1990. 

Other work in this field was mainly focussed 
on a commissioned study on the relationships 
between foreign aid and peacemaking. In 
addition, the Institute advertised for submis- 
sions to carry out a two-year enquiry into 
Canada’s interest in multilateral approaches 
to security, for example through a reformed 
United Nations and reconstructed international 
security system. Seminars in this field included 


presentations on peace and international devel- 
opment, and on the Gulf Crisis, the UN System 
and energy supply. 

The Institute continued to cover some 
start-up costs for a new centre on research and 
teaching about international organizations, 
located at Ottawa University. 


Regional and Related Issues 

Regional conflict and related issues continued 
to figure strongly in the Institute’s research 
work during 1990-91. The Institute welcomed 
President Vassiliou, of Cyprus, to engage in 
exchanges on the current situation there; and 
pursued further work on conflict resolution 
possibilities led by Ron Fisher. It also looked 
forward to a later visit by Rauf R. Denktas, 
leader of the Turkish-Cypriot community 


in Cyprus.

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Deirdre Collings continued to lead a major 
Institute study on Lebanon, which included 
two main workshops in 1990-91. This project 
is notable for bringing scholars of the Lebanon 
situation to Ottawa from Lebanon itself as well 
as from research centres in Europe and the 
United States. 

Ross Mallick began a study on regional 
security in South Asia, with special emphasis 
on the role of the South Asian Association 
for Regional Cooperation. Ron Fisher also 
pursued studies on conflict resolution method- 
ology and issues, involving a series of small 
workshops examining disputes in various parts 
of the world. Mark Heller continued his work 
on aspects of the Middle East situation, while 
also serving as Research Coordinator. 

Several important studies on regional issues 
were conducted under commissioned research 
arrangements. These included major enquiries 
into security in South East Asia and Canadian 
policies towards Southern Africa. In a related 
field, a long-term enquiry proceeded into esca- 
lation and mediation in international conflict. 
Papers on India’s strategic and regional poli- 
cies and on the remaining obstacles to peace in 
Central America were also completed. 

A number of seminars were held on regional 
and related issues, focussing on such topics as 
possible scenarios for negotiations in South 
Africa, and the repercussions of the Gulf Crisis. 


The Arctic 

Ron Purver continued to lead the research 
work on Arctic issues, including organizing a 
workshop on “Arctic Security and Political 
Cooperation” at the Third Northern Regions 
Conference in Anchorage, Alaska, in Septem- 
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ber. At the same time, the Institute launched a 
major effort to involve the people of Canada’s 
North in national discussions on peace and 
security issues, by organizing a competition 
for commissioned research work specifically 
aimed at attracting their involvement. A visit- 
ing Soviet scholar, Arkady Cherkasov, of the 
Institute of the USA and Canada in Moscow, 
gave a seminar on non-military aspects of 
cooperation in the Arctic and Northern regions. 


New Approaches to International Security 
Continuing the Institute’s work on environ- 
mental issues, Shaukat Hassan is preparing a 
paper on world demographic problems and 
organizing a conference on this issue. A major 
commissioned study on new Canadian ap- 
proaches to international security is proceeding 
on course. It included a workshop in Monte- 
bello in autumn 1990, and will lead shortly to 
further conferences and the publication of 
several papers and books. 

In a related field, Father William Ryan 
launched a workshop series on the role of reli- 
gion in international affairs. Other seminars, 
with guest speakers, included presentations by 
Shridath S. Ramphal, Commonwealth Secre- 
tary General, entitled: From confrontation 
to a common future; reflections on current 
changes and challenges in international secu- 
rity and development; and by The Dalai Lama, 
on the human dimension in approaches to 
international conflict issues. 


Other Research Activities 

During 1990-91, the Research group prepared 
a further edition of The Guide to Canadian 
Policies on Arms Control, Disarmament, 
Defence and Conflict Resolution. Work on 

the main body of a bibliography on nuclear 
weapons, arms control and disarmament was 
also completed, under the title: Surviving the 


Nuclear Age. The table of contents and a 1987 
update were distributed to libraries across 
Canada and abroad. 

Institute researchers also made their 
work known through a variety of non-CIIPS 
publications, including some of the leading 
professional journals. (see Annex C) 

The research group continued its role in 
the Institute’s Canadian-Soviet Exchange 
Programme, organizing the visits of Canadian 
scholars to the USSR. And it was very active 
in the planning and organization of Institute 
seminars and workshops. Doina Cioiu, 
Research Administrator, assisted by Cécile 
Sicard, bore most of this responsibility. 

Institute researchers continued to participate 
actively, during 1990-91, in a large number 
of conferences, panel discussions, and public 
meetings. They also provided oral and written 
testimony and comments for parliamentary 
committees and groups; and gave briefings 
and comments on current issues to journalists, 
and for television programmes and other 
media events. 


Future Directions 

Over 1990-91, the Institute completed the 
major task of hiring a full complement of 
highly qualified research staff. Now the 
objective is to capitalize on this available 
expertise and commitment in order to push 
forward the Institute’s work at both the 
national and international levels.

nique among research and policy institutes which deal with 


international relations is the explicit responsibility in the 


Institute’s mandate to “encourage public discussion” of 


issues of international peace and security. The public programmes 


of the Institute seek to give meaning to those words by focussing 


on issues of relevance to public policy, and by building the base 


of wider knowledge and understanding — 
essential prerequisites to an informed public 
discussion. 

Institute programmes make available to the 
public the results of in-house research, fill gaps 
in the existing accessible literature, raise the 
level and quality of debate, and encourage 
the expression of diverse points of view. The 
implementation of these programmes during 
1990-91 concentrated on publications, work 
with teachers and students, organization 
and participation in conferences, seminars 
and workshops, joint projects with external 
organizations and relations with the media. 


Publications 
Like other aspects of the Institute’s work, the 
war in the Persian Gulf had a major effect on 
publications. (Annex A contains a comprehen- 
sive listing of Institute publications during 
the year.) Two Working Papers related directly 
to developments in Iraq and Kuwait. The 
Gulf Crisis: the Debates and the Stakes, by 
Bernard Wood and After the Persian Gulf 
War by Mehran Nakhjavani were issued in 
September 1990 and March 1991 respectively. 
The Institute published twelve Working 
Papers during the year, including the two 
mentioned above and several reported in the 
Research section of this Annual Report. On 
11 and 12 April 1990, CIIPS organized a major 
conference Climate Change, Global Security 
and International Governance, and published 
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a report on it by Ken Bush in June as Working 
Paper No.23. 

A strategic assessment group of experts 
(SAGE) completed their study of East-West 
relations in 1990, and the Institute published 
sections of their report in July. They put for- 
ward possible alternative scenarios of develop- 
ments in the USSR during the next five to ten 
years, along with the policy choices which 
would face the West for each scenario. 

Bernard Goulard wrote Canada et sous 
marins: technologie et politique in June 1990. 
The Control of Chemical and Biological 
Weapons: Strengthening International Verifi- 
cation and Compliance, a summary of a 
conference, was written by Dianne DeMille 
and published in July 1990. The Case for a 
United Nations Verification Agency, by Walter 
Dorn, was published in July 1990. Elaine 
Holoboff was the author of a paper published 
in October 1990, entitled The Soviet Concept 
of Reasonable Sufficiency: Conventional 
Arms Control in an Era of Transition, and 
Paul George wrote /ndian Naval Expansion, 
published in March 1991. 

The print run of Peace&Security, the 
Institute’s quarterly magazine, grew during 
the year to take account of increasing demand. 
(A complete list of articles in Peace& Security 
can be found at Annex B.) Institute editors 
organized two international roundtable dis- 


cussions amongst noted experts for publication 
in the magazine. For the summer 1990 issue, 
David Cox, Desmond Morton, Dennis Stairs, 
Janice Stein, and Gerard Thériault examined 
Canada’s security policy in the 1990s. In 
January, Peace&Security assembled a panel to 
look critically at how the UN Security Council 
machinery had functioned in recent months, 
and how that experience might be used to 
improve the peace and security function of 

the UN. The panelists were Thomas Franck, 
C.R. Gharekhan, Amre Moussa, Enid Schoettle, 
Brian Urquhart and Olivia Ward. 

Arms control and economics were the sub- 
jects of four Background Papers, a publication 
series intended as a medium for timely analy- 
sis in non-academic style, of major events and 
emerging issues. David Cox wrote A Review 
of the Geneva Negotiations: 1989-1990; 
Marie-France Desjardins was the author of 
Ballistic Missile Proliferation; Economic 
Sanctions and South Africa was the title of a 
paper by Stephen Godfrey; and Carl McMillan 
wrote Canada and the Transformation of the 
East European Economies: Policy Challenges 
of the 1990s. 

In November, the Institute published the 
fourth edition of The Guide to Canadian Poli- 
cies on Arms Control, Disarmament, Defence 
and Conflict Resolution. This annual reference 
volume continues to be widely accepted as an 
essential tool and source of information for 
students, practitioners and scholars engaged in 
work on this country’s involvement in the field 
of international peace and security. 


Conferences, Seminars, Workshops 

and Joint Projects 

The Changing Soviet Union: Implications for 
Canada and the World was the title of a major 
conference cosponsored by the Institute, the 
Parliamentary Centre for Foreign Affairs and 
Foreign Trade, and the Canada-USSR Busi- 
ness Council. Over 300 people attended the 


event in November 1990, and their reports 
indicated a high level of satisfaction with the 
conference. A book based on the conference 
presentations will be published by James 
Lorimer in May 1991. 

For the International Studies Association 
annual meeting in Vancouver, in March 1991, 
the Institute organized and sponsored three 
panels on subjects relevant to the mandate of 
the Institute and the Association. Security and 
Cooperation in the Arctic was the theme of a 
panel comprised of Ron Purver of CIIPS; Fred 
Roots, Science Advisor (Emeritus) at Environ- 
ment Canada; and Oran Young of Dartmouth 
College. Bernard Wood of CIIPS, Robert Cox 
of York University and Jeffrey Laurenti of 
the UNA-USA gave papers on The UN: New 
Opportunities Seized or Lost. Foreign and De- 


fence Policy in a Post Cold War Post-Meech 


Canada was the title of a panel featuring pre- 
sentations by Janice Stein of the University of 
Toronto, John Meisel of Queen’s University 
and Desmond Morton, principal of Erindale 
College at the University of Toronto. 

Prior to the research workshop on Lebanon 
in September, the Institute organized a public 
meeting featuring presentations by Amal 
Shamma’ of the Berbir Medical Centre in 
Beirut and Mer. Gregoire Haddad founder of 
the Mouvement Social in Beirut. The meeting 
gave the interested public an opportunity 
to hear reports of the current situation as well 
as to discuss issues which would be more 
intensively debated during the following 
two days. 

In April, the Institute concluded a joint 
project with the Conseil de développement 
du loisir scientifique which sponsors Expo- 
Science, a science fair for school children 
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throughout Quebec. The pan-québécoise event 
took place in Hull, and the Institute worked 
with the organizers in the design of a category 
of exhibits on science and peace. 

A joint project with the Division of the Uni- 
versity Extension and Community Relations of 
the University of Victoria resulted in the taping 
of a television show to be broadcast on the 
Knowledge Network in British Columbia, as 
well as a teaching guide for the programme, 
and a full-day workshop for the public. The 
subject involved many of the issues raised in 
Peace in Our Time?, the Director’s Annual 
Statement of January 1990. 

The Institute developed a joint project with 
the Canadian Bureau for International 
Education and helped organize seminars on 
Canada and the United Nations on three uni- 
versity campuses. The first seminar took place 
in March at Acadia University in Wolfville, 
Nova Scotia. 


Schools, Teachers and Students 

Institute staff continued to work with high 
school teachers and students. Through a joint 
project with the Council for Canadian Unity, 


the Institute contributes $50,000 per year

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towards the operation of the Terry Fox Centre. 
Each week during the academic year, the 
Centre brings to Ottawa 130 high school 
students from across Canada. A part of their 
programme is devoted to the study of issues of 
peace and security. CIIPS designed and con- 
tinues to implement that section of the weekly 
schedule. During the winter of 1991, the pro- 
gramme was redesigned to focus on the war in 
the Persian Gulf, a subject of great interest to 
the students. 

Institute personnel spoke at professional 
development days for high school teachers in 
Gander, Edmonton, Barrie, Stoney Creek, 
Ottawa, Alexandria, Cobourg, Toronto. They 
also led discussions amongst groups of students. 

The Teachers’ Handbook on Peace and 
Security was distributed widely in 1990-91. 
Separate inserts were developed for several 
provinces to illustrate how the Handbook can 
best be used in each provincial curriculum, 
and preparations continue for the translation, 
distribution and promotion of a French- 
language version. Factsheets, short publica- 
tions geared mainly for high school audiences, 
were published on the following topics: 
International Law and the World Court, La 
Francophonie, and The Commonwealth. 


Exchanges 

The Institute continued an exchange pro- 
gramme with the Institute for the USA and 
Canada in Moscow. Stephen Page of Queen’s 
University, Edward McWhinney of British 
Columbia, Robert Boardman of Dalhousie 
University and Michael Bryans of CIIPS 
visited the Soviet Union during the year. We 
received Olga Shapyrina, Sergei Molotchkov, 
and Arkady Cherkasov. Each Soviet visitor 


spent approximately four weeks in Canada as a 
guest of the Institute; they undertook research 
projects, interviewed Canadians, and gave 
seminars on their topics of specialization. 


Public Opinion Survey 

For the past four years the Institute has de- 
signed, commissioned, analyzed and published 
a survey of Canadian public opinion in the area 
of international peace and security. The work 
was Carried out by Institute staff, Don Munton 
of the University of British Columbia, and 

the Longwoods Research Group. Results 

were published first in December 1990, and 
Mr. Munton wrote an article for the spring 
1991 issue of Peace&Security in which he 
analyzed changing Canadian concepts of 
international peace and security. 


Relations with the Media 

Because most citizens follow world events 

and form their understanding of them primarily 
through the media, professional working links 
with journalists continue to be an integral part 
of the Institute’s role in promoting knowledge 
and understanding of issues of peace and 
security. Particularly this year, with the war in 
the Persian Gulf, it was important that rational, 
objective analysis, as well as background in- 
formation, be made available. Bernard Wood 
gave approximately 150 interviews; other 
CUPS staff including Mark Heller, the research 
coordinator who took up his position in Jan- 
uary, gave almost 100. In addition, there were 
numerous requests for information and re- 
ferrals to other sources. Mr. Wood visited 
editorial boards in seven provinces, and he 

and Institute staff contributed op ed pieces 

to newspapers. 

The Institute organized briefing sessions for 
journalists on Southern Africa in June, on the 
CSCE Summit in Paris in November, and in 
January we held three weekly Friday afternoon 


briefings on the situation in the Persian Gulf. 
In addition, journalists were invited to almost 
all seminars at the Institute. 
Recognizing that many Canadians receive 
much of their information from television 
news and current affairs shows, Institute staff 
have spent considerable time designing an 
appropriate format for a television show 
which has potential for wide public interest 
and solid information. We have sought advice 
from a number of sources, and have devised 
a Canadian version of the hypothetical sce- 
nario format often seen on the public networks 
in other countries. In January this year, we 
produced two test programmes, which we 
have since shown to potentially interested 
broadcasters. We are encouraged by their 
responses, and hope to be able to go ahead, P 
in the next year, with the production of 
programmes for broadcast. “La présente est

INFORMATION SERVICES 


he role of Information Services is to collect and disseminate 
information on issues of international peace and security. 
This work centres on the Institute library and the computer 


database detailing the library collection. 


Computerization 

A crucial aspect of the continuing growth of 
the library’s in-house database of its holdings 
is the optimal functioning of the computer 
system. Over the past year, significant ad- 
vances have been made in the development of 
an automated bilingual thesaurus and the for- 
mat of bilingual records. We are exploring 

the best ways to provide various computer- 
generated products from the database to meet 
the different needs of the communities the 
Institute serves. For example, before Christmas 
we sent out a questionnaire worldwide to get 
views on the market feasibility of an Institute 
compact disc product, soliciting views on the 
library services at the same time. 

As an incidental benefit, there has been a 
positive reaction to the Institute’s incorpora- 
tion of bilingual capabilities into its computer 
environment; and the library is often consulted 
by various other libraries and non-governmental 
organizations seeking advice on introducing an 
automated system into their environment. 


The Library Collection 

The library has developed a number of unique 
tools to improve access to relevant peace 

and security information. The Newspaper Clip- 
pings File dates back to 1985 and contains 
information from major Canadian newspapers 
and a select number of foreign papers. The 
files are housed chronologically by subject. 
The Organizations File contains annual re- 
ports, brochures and other general information

on over 300 groups around the world. A Biog- 
raphy File of those involved in the field of 
international peace and security provides 
quick information on invited speakers, writers 
and visitors. 

The library now has a selected and special- 
ized collection of approximately 1,350 books 
and 270 periodical titles. With the addition 
of government documents, publications from 
international bodies, newsletters, speeches and 
conference papers, the total number of items is 
approximately 12,000. There are 52 exchange 
agreements with other research institutes 
around the world. 

After his death, the estate of General 
E.L.M. Burns donated a portion of his book 
collection to the library. These have recently 
been displayed in the newly refurbished 
Burns Room. 


Information Services Publications 

During 1990-91, Information Services 
published a number of resource materials: 

1) Canada and international peace and 
security « a bibliography, 1985-1989 — an 
annual bilingual bibliography culled from both 
Canadian and non-Canadian sources, and com- 
posed primarily of references to articles in 
periodicals in the library’s collection. Also 
included is literature usually only available 
outside the regular publication and distribution 
channels, such as many government documents, 
theses, conference papers and organizational 
newsletters. 

2) Peace and security thesaurus — the first 
bilingual edition of the in-house thesaurus of 
peace and security terminology. There has 
been a great demand for this tool worldwide. 


3) The 1987 edition of Surviving the nuclear 
age : a bibliography on nuclear weapons, 
arms control and disarmament — a comprehen- 
sive English-language bibliography starting 
from 1945; the Table of Contents of the entire 
bibliography was also published. 

4) Peace and security bookshelf — annual 
bibliographies of current Canadian materials of 
general interest, to be used as a selection aid 
for winners of the Bookshelf Grant, although it 
is freely available to others. 


Outreach 

Information Services staff organized displays 
as part of La Semaine de la Paix at the Uni- 
versity of Montreal, and the UN Disarmament 
Week in Quebec City. An arrangement of 
Institute publications was complemented by 

a sampling of other peace and security 
resource materials. 

The Institute continues to be actively in- 
volved in the Canadian Library Association’s 
Peace and Security Interest Group. At the 
June 1990 annual conference, we organized a 
workshop entitled /nformation Resources in 
the Field of Peace and Security, as well as 
staffing a booth at the conference which con- 
tained a display of Institute publications. In 
early 1991, as follow-up to the 1989 work- 
shop, the Interest Group wrote and submitted a 
report to the Department of National Defence 
on the accessibility of that department’s 
publications to Canadian libraries. 

The Bookshelf Grant programme was ex- 
panded this year to include secondary school 
libraries as well as public libraries. Grants 
were no longer offered to particular libraries, 


rather the grant offer was opened up to any in- 
terested library within the specified categories. 
The sum of the grant was also reduced to $500, 
making it possible to award a greater number. 
In all, the Institute distributed sixty-five $500 
Bookshelf Grants to public and secondary 
school libraries which wished to develop their 
collections in the area of international peace 
and security from a Canadian perspective.

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AWARDS AND BURSARIES 


ne of the central requirements of the Institute’s mandate 


is the promotion of scholarship in matters relating to 


international peace and security. The principal means of 


carrying out this task continues to be the Barton Awards pro- 


gramme, designed to assist Canadians and permanent residents 


who wish to pursue their studies at institutions abroad or in 


Canada. The programme is named in honour 
of William Barton, founding Chairman of 
CIIPS Board of Directors and a distinguished 
former diplomat. 

There are two levels of award: up to 
$14,000 for pre-doctoral studies and up to 
$30,000 for post-doctoral. Individuals with rel- 
evant professional experience but not degrees 
at the appropriate levels may also apply. This 
year, the Institute made ten awards totalling 
$172,000. Two scholars received $30,000 each 
for post-doctoral work and eight received

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$14,000 each for pre-doctoral studies. The 
individuals and their fields of interest are 
shown in Annex G. 

We also continued our modest programme 
of bursaries to assist with activities that do not 
fall within any of the Institute’s other support 
programmes. No bursary can exceed $500 and 
the application process is deliberately simple 
and informal. Because the available funds are 
limited, bursaries are rarely made available 
for what might be characterized as passive 
participation in an event such as attending a 
conference without a role in the programme. 
Bursary recipients and their activities during the 
year under review may be found at Annex F.

Notes to Financial Statements 
March 31, 1991 


Authority and operations 


The Institute was established in 1984 under the Canadian Institute for International x 
Peace and Security Act (the Act). The Institute is exempt from Divisions | to IV of Part X : 
of the Financial Administration Act. 


The purpose of the Institute is to increase knowledge and understanding of the 
issues relating to international peace and security from a Canadian perspective with 
particular emphasis on arms control, disarmament, defence and conflict resolution, and 
to:

(a) foster, fund and conduct research on matters relating to international 
peace and security; 


(b) promote scholarship in matters relating to international peace and 
security; 
(c) study and propose ideas and policies for the enhancement of international | 
peace and security; and | 
(d) collect and disseminate information on, and encourage public discussion 


of, issues of international peace and security. 


Significant accounting policies 


These financial statements have been prepared in accordance with generally 
accepted accounting principles in Canada. The significant accounting policies followed 
are: 


Pegg SS 


(a) Furniture, equipment and leasehold improvements 

Furniture, equipment and leasehold improvements are recorded at cost. Furniture 
and equipment are amortized on the straight-line basis at an annual rate of 20%. 
Leasehold improvements are amortized, using the straight-line method, based on the 
duration of the lease. 
(b) Pension plan 

Employees participate in the Public Service Superannuation Plan administered by 
the Government of Canada. The Institute’s contributions are equal to the contributions 
paid by its employees in respect of current services. These contributions represent the 
total liability of the Institute in respect of the pension plan and are recorded as expenses 
in the same period as the employees’ services are rendered. 
(c) Income taxes 

The Institute is exempt from any income taxes. 


(d) Parliamentary appropriation 


Parliamentary appropriation is recorded in the accounts on an accrual basis. 
Furthermore, the Act states that the Institute shall be paid from the Consolidated Revenue 
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Fund the sum of $5 million annually or such greater amount as may be appropriated by 
Parliament. 


(e) Grants, awards and bursaries 


Grants, awards and bursaries are charged to operations when the conditions of 
the agreement are met by the recipient.

Peace and Security Competitions Fund 


A quota of funds from the CIIPS annual budget is allocated by the 
Board of Directors to an independent Peace and Security C. ompetitions 
Fund to support projects in two streams: research, and public discussion 
and information. The Fund is purely responsive in that the nature and 
subject matter of all proposals originates outside, although Fund staff 
are always available to advise on any aspect of an intended initiative or 
application at the planning stage. 


The Fund is overseen by a seven member Council. of Trustees composed 
of four Board members and three individuals from outside the Institute. 
Daily operations are the responsibility of the Fund Director who is also 
Secretary/Treasurer of the Institute. 


Competitions for the quota of available funds are held semi-annually. 
All applications are reviewed by committees of advisors from outside the 
Institute. Their recommendations are then considered for decision by 
the Council. 


In 1990/91, 134 applications for assistance were received resulting in 
70 contributions totalling $670,550. Successful applicants, projects and 
amounts were as follows:
